I pped not relate to your Lord(h)p % 
the occafion of their being written,, 
qo^the inducement of the Author-^ 
thq flfietch of his life may afford;. 
viur fome 
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forae information refpe&ing both. 
The zeal which appears to have 
diftinguifhed hi* conduft in regard 
to the Church of Bath, together 
with many other inftances, con- 
firm his refpeft for the caufe of 
religion; and his favourable 're- 
ception at court, both in the reigri 
of Elizabeth and James, is fuffi- 
cient to point out thofe talents 
which rendered him the efteem of 
the fir ft perfdns of his own time. 
I prefume not to lay this little 
work before your Lord{hip,as de- 
fending any ferious con fide ration, 
or containing any important in- 
formation : But as it is agreed by 
many, that this Authors account 
of the Church of Bath, is the full, 
eft and moft particular hiftory ex- 
tant, 
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Jant, I could not refrain from the li- 
berty of ufing yourLordfhip snatoe 
fe ven without your perraiffion.; ;Un* 
fortunate accidetits by .fire having 
deftroyed the records of the priory 
of Bath, the hiftory of this City 
and Church is very defective ; I 
but our Author living in the neigh- I 
bouchoody was diligently attentive 
toptfocurfe every authentic circum- I 
ftaiace that could poffibly b6 ob- 
tained ; and to him probably is 
owing the greater part of that in- '. 
formation which might otherwife ' 
have been funk in oblivion.

Briefe View of the Church. 



TttE Author of the following hiftory 
was defcended from a refpe&able fa- 
mily in Cumberland, whofe anceftor, Sir 
James Harington* was attainted in the reign 
of Henry the Seventh, for bearing arms at 
the battle of Towton, and taking Henry 
the Sixth prifoner, his eftates forfeited to 
the crown, amounting to five and twenty 
confiderable manors in the north. Not* 
* a withftanding

withftarrding this attachment to the Hbtilb 
of York, his fucceeding generations were 
well received at the Court of Henry the 
Eighth, where the father of out Author held 
a considerable office, and in the reign of 
Queen lyiajry was imprifpned with his wife* 
for carrying a letter to the Princefs Eliza- 
beth. Their zeal to this Lady during their 
confinement in the Tower, eftablifhed them 
fo firmly in her favour, that fhe retained 
them fit herfervice when Queen, and'ftbod 
God-mother to their fon, our Author, 
which was the leaft mark of her remem- 
brance of their great fufferings on her ac- 
count. It appears that he was educated 
at Eaton, and afterwards entered at Chrift's- 
Cbltege, of St. John's, in Cambridge, under 
the care of DoElor Stifl. The advantages 
of a good education and an excellent uti- 
derftanding, foon recoihmended him to the 
notice of the Queen, who encouraged him 
in the purfuit of his learning ; Doftor Ful- 
ler in his itnglijli Worthies, has celebrated 
his great proficiency in literature ; which, 
together with the Queen's fpecial regard for 

his 
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his friends, foon brought him to Court : 
Here he diftinguiflied himfelf by the exer- 
tions of his wit and learning, and gained 
the efteem of all ranks, and both fexek 
Beitfg well verfed in the kalian language, 
he tranflated a tale out of Arioftos Orlando 
Fiiriofo, which was highly plealing to the 
Ladies ; but the Queeh who was not un- 
acquainted with what pafTed among her 
own fervants, foon got a fight of her god- 
fon'a poetry, and finding it heceffary to' af- 
ffeft Indignation at (bme indelicate paflkge&j 
(he forbad our Author the Court, till he had 
trariflated the whole work, which he foon 
accomplifhed, and dedicated to herfetf. 
Another work; whrch is very fcarce, made 
its appearance at Court; it was called the 
Met&morpho6s of Ajax, otherwife A-jakes. 
^-It was occafioned by his having invented 
a kind of water-clofet for his hoiife at Kei- 
fton, near Bath. In 4hi« little work we 
find great reading, and infinite humour) 
but the perfons alluded to, and intended to 
be fetyrifed, are loft to us at this time, k 
contained fo much freedopfi with great men, 
* a 2 that 
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that it produced much difpleafure even 
from the Queen herfelf; and the poor Au- 
thor efcaped the Star- Chamber rather from 
the Queer's fecret attachment to him, which 
the Courtiers well knew, than from any^ le- 
nity in themfelves. Several epigrams are 
found refpe&ing this book and the Queen s 
pacification, at the end of his translation of 
Orlando. 

The indulgence Ihewn this Author by 
his Royal Miftrefs, contributed to the num- 
ber of his writings, as well as to their poig- 
nancy. His reputation for this fpecies of 
writing, which in that age was not fo com* 
mofi as in thofe fince, foon gained him both 
love and fear. We are told, that at an or- 
dinary at Bath, where our Author was to 
dine with much company, the fervanu 
maid who attended, was obferved to be 
more particularly attentive to him than to 
the reft of the guefts ; this partiality foon 
occafioned an enquiry why Harington only 
was to be ferved, and the reft neglefted ? 
To which the fimple damfel replied, to the 

diverfion 



^diverfiion df the company, " I feat if I 
* don't ferve that gentleman, he will malqe 
" epigrams on me." 

It is not fiirprizing, that a man of fo 
•volatile a difpolkion and gay turn, amidft 
the favours of a Court, and flattery of 
friends, ftiould be profufe in his exp^nces : 
Although his fortune was confiderable (for 
duller tfeils us he was a poet in all things 
but in poverty) yet bis, extravagance was 
ftiH greater, and he was obliged to part with 
his eftates, particularly one called Nylanc^ 
m Somerfetfhure, or Dorfetfliire. Soor^ 
after he was riding over the very fpot, and 
with his ufuaj pleafentcy, faid to hfe mail 
-John, 

John, John, this Nylani 
Alas ! was once my land. 

To whom John as merrily and triily re- 
lied, 

\" If you had had more wit, Sir, * 
"»It might have been yours yet, Sir*'/ 

* a 3 Which 
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Which anfwer, to ufe our Author's own 
words, makes us feel that there is often 
" much craft in a clouted fhoe." 

The brilliancy of genius did not oblite- 
rate the virtues of the heart : A laudable 
fpiritof promoting good works, was mani- 
fefted on many occafions ; one inftance de- 
ferves our relating, and refpefts the re- 
pairing the church of Bath, to which our 
Author was moft zealoufly inclined, ami 
which he moft diligently effefted : One day 
as he was converfing with Bilhop Montague, 
near the church, it happened to rain, which 
afforded the opportunity of afking the Bi- 
ftop to fhelter himfelf in the church : Spe- 
cial care was taken to convey the prelate 
into that ifle which had been fpoiled of its 
lead, and was near rooflefs. As this fitua- 
i tionwas far from fecuring his Lordfhip from 
the weather, he often remonftrated to his 
merry companion that it rained > doth it fo, 
my Lord ? Then let me fue your bounty 
towards covering our poor church ; for if 
it keep not us fafe from the waters above, 

* how 
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how Ihali it ever fave others from, the fire 
beneath ? Hereat the JSiihop, was fo well 
pleafed, that he became a moft liberal bc- 
nefaftor both of timber and lead > and to 
this inftance of public fpirit was owing the 
complete roofing of the north ifle of the 
Abbey Church, after it had lain in ruins 
For many years. 

The favour of the Queen was not folely 
grounded on the opinion of his abundant 
wit and pleafantry. It appears that his ge- 
neral chara&er was fuch a§ obtained the 
efteem of his Sovereign, and occafioned 
his being efnployed in private fervices with 
the moft diftinguifhed characters o£ his 
time. On the appointment of the Earl of 
EfTex to be the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
our Author was appointed a Captain in his 
fervice ; the hiftory of this expedition is 
found amongft his papers, with a minute 
account of each day's tranfa6tiofl{$P which 
was delivered to the Queen. The unex- 
pected return of Lord EfTex from Ireland, 
occafioned no fmall furprize to the Queen, 

ana 
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and our Author was one of the Few officers 
*whom he chofe to accompany him to Eng* 
land. Hiftory. informs us of what paffed 
-with refpeft to the Eari x and what recep- 
tion he met with ; it is hot to be wbndered 
at, if the Queen was alike difpleafed with 
ihofe who* followed him. By the private 
letters of our Author, we. are informed, 
that this was his own cafe, but at another 
^udience he fpeajJcs*o£ what he felt at -the 
Queen's being reconciled, ancj fays, h^ 
feemed to hear likp St. Paul when wrapt up 
in the third heavens. fhie negotiation with 
the Irilji rebel Tyrone, is minutely defqribecj 
jn one of our Authors letters, at which h^ 
fays he was prefent. ]pjy what ^ppesys, af- 
ter the- re turn of Effex, the Qyeeji was too 
much engaged in trouble and embarrak 
ment of various kinds, to tajce much delight 
in men of learning, or attend to any affairs 
which did not immediately concern the pub- 
lic welfare. Our Author abfented. himfelf 
from the Court, retired to his feat at Kel- 
flton, near Bath, was principally bufied in 
Cultivating his eftates, and improving that 
• fortune 
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fortune which was fomewhat the worfe for 
wearing fo long at Court. But at the acceC- 
fion of James, we find him again brought 
to view ; his diftinguHhed talents were 
known to the new King, and he foon be- 
came a kind of literary favourite, which is 
not to be wondered at in a Prince who af- 
fe&ed learning and abounded in pedantry. 
A correfpondence commenced, and many 
interviews paffed between them. The brief 
fiate of the Church as it flood in K* James's 
reign, was dedicated to Priirte Henry, and 
"was undertaken as a fupplement to God- 
wyn's catalogue : Our Author tells us, that 
he had refped to an old prophecy among 
the vulgar, which was, that 

Henry the Eighth pullM down Monks and their 

cells, 
Henry the Ninth (hall pull down Eiihopsand their 

bells. 

Our Author's zeal for Church govern- 
ment favoured this undertaking, and in- 
duced him to addrefs the work to a Prince 

whofe 
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vhtffe name was tietiry : So'gr eat ftas the 
^frflike of the writer to rfie favourers of Ftrii- 
tanifm, that it is faid h'e committed hisfdnto 
the carrie off 'one oE the moft rigid observers 
of thofe tenets, from a full perfuafiori that 
liothirtg wottld be mo^c efFe&ifci io mike 
•Win dleteft their principles, than to be con- 
•ftihtly cottVerfent with* them. Wfie&ttr 
this was the real cafe, we cannot fa^, but 
thifc is certain, that the foil was rathe* ht- 
eliited to favotir the puritanical do&rlnes, 
kftd made a 'ednfiderabJe figurfe in the par- 
liaments bf Charles and Oliver. So littte 
tlid the fathers care avail in guarding the 
fon frbm the eirors he wiftied him to avoidf. 
Indeed the expedient was too dangerdus to 
be adopted by a prudent or fenfible father, 
and We have no afTurance of the faft but 
traditional hearfay. Fuller, Collyer, £)ry- 
Sen, and others, have fpoken with fe- 
fpett of our Author's abilities as an Englifh 
writer, cpnfid^ring tbe ag£ he lived, in. 
He had formed a plan of an hiftory of his 
Own times, but did ndt liye to finifh the dq- 
fcgn, ashe died in 1612/ aged fifty-one. 
* His 
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His tranflation of Arlofto, his Ajax, 
Epigrams, and School of Sale rnum, witR 
the State of the Church, are the only 
worJks. already publi&ed. Many manu- 
fcrig>t& bqth in profe and verfe, are kft be- 
hind him, containing remarks on the times 
in whijph he liy,ed, as well as the perfons of 
all ranks ; which could they be well fele&ed, 
might afford matter of entertainment to 
the prefi?nt agq>. 

Note, — Our Author was kftighted fh the 
fieJd^afTVDng-fo^e others, by Lord Effe*; 
which, hiftory informs us gave much of- 
fence to. the Queen, who was^a great ccco- 
upmift in fuch honours, at leaft was in-* 
clined to beftow them with her qwn hand. 
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The Author of the life of Sir John Ha- 
kington, having mentioned hisjlratagem 
to obtain the Bifhops ajfijlance towards repair- 
ing the Church of Bath, which fo happily fa- 
cetted, did not know of the following anec- 
dote, which is found in Sir John's own hand 
writing, 1609. 

To be rememberde if worthie thovghte of 

Namelis,' 

HAVINGE longe waitedfc for oure 
goode BMhope to vifite his poore 
flieepe and their rotten folde, I rubbede 
my braines for fuche ruftie Latine as mighte 
remaine therein, and was bente to meete 
Jiim at the place of vifitation ; and beinge 
well encouraged to fpeake roundelye for 
his fervice, to helpe us on in reftoringe our 
Churche to its olde ftate, or rather to a 
new ftate of bewtie ; after all was ended, 
and his benediftions given, I began with 
my own, Sis Nolifcum Domine, and ftarted 
up in the Church ifle withe my Poetrye, 

or 
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or rather hiftoric, for I&ughte Mi to gw* 
it the flower, bat lookede more for the 
goode fruite that mighte come of my fpare 
fowinge. Herein I faylcde not, and though 
fome mighte thinke me toobolde, it was to 
make others fomewhate bountyfull ; the 
Biftippe feemed not ill plsafede, and *p- 
IWerde me in fuche forte, as made me thinke 
verie well of him, and perchance not too 
ill of myfelfe. Here followethe whate I 
$>ake to the Bifhope whiche I have ftyiede,

WHEN I confider with myfelf the 
hardbegirtning, though more prof- 
perous fucceffe of the reformed 
Church -of Engl&nd, methinks it may- be 
compared to a foughten battell ; in which 
fomc Captaines and Souldiers, that gave 
the firft charge, either died in the field, or 
came bleeding home ; but fuch as followed, 
putting their enemies to flight, remained 

quiet 
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<juiet.and viftoripus. Ox J may more-fij^f 
(Without offence) liken that to the fucceflfe 
of thttirof the Pfhmti^e -Ghwctf,- ^htrcm 
the Apoftles and their immediate Succeffors 
were one while honoured and magnified, * 
by tbek -followers- the. Chtfftiajas* .as ,St. 
Peter, at whofe feet the believers layd down 
all their goods ; and St. fad, who was re- 
ceived as an Angel of God ; another while 
torfr^nte^" audi perforated,' hj -Jems and 
Heatlun; as the fame Apoftles, whipped by 
Jews ; ha$>$£d ^ncfrhe^ufed by th^ Romans ; 
fometimes (I fay) a Centurion, a Lieute- 
nant, a Proconfull, favouring *hem; ftraight 
a' Prieft, a Scribe, and a Lawyer, promot- 
ing agafaft them. A fe& oF£czfar'$ » fiouf- 
hold willing well unto them, and believing 
theim-I- Bwt the O^r^rthenifelvcsilbif filree" 
hundred yeeres (excepts a- very few) dfc- 
taftiag and fugp'reffing them. For in fuch 
fo*t CraqW*", hidttyt Ltfiimr \ U'oopety Jfoh* 
gers, Coverdak, and many others endjt*?ii?g 
greafc certfli£is in thofe variable: times of 
King '&(Hry<itkQ Eighth, KingEdwiird, and 
Queen Mary, fuflfering fey fi*e, by impri^ 

fonmpnt, bamfeltient, loffe and . depriva- 
tion, 
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tion, /with many fights, many flights, and 
many frights for their conference fake; 
• thdfe that died had the glory of valiant 
JSdtildiers, and worthy Martyrs; fuch as 
"furVived, have fince in a long and happy 
peace, enjoyed the comfort of their vf£tory, 
and are like ftill to hold the fame, if fome 
mutinous Souldiers of their own camp, doc 
riot by difturbing the peace at home, give 
.heart to the enemy abroad. Among the 
Purveyors of thefe fiHt Leaders, that paft 
( fo many pikes, the firft in time, and the 
higheft in place, was Dr. Matthew Pdrl'&r 9 
who, (as by this Author is noted) having loft 
all his Livings for his marriaige, now being 
made Archbifhop of Canterbury >• dHTembled 
not liis marriage, zsCranmtr in King Htnry 
the Eighths time, was found to doe ;' which, 
becaufe Tome have taken occafion to note 
'with too black inke, to exclude him from 
the reputation of a rubricated Martyr ; artd 
have cited the teftimon^ of his fotfnes wid- 
dow, yet living, that fhe was carried irt a 
trunk, and by misfortune almoft ftifled, by 
being Tet by an igqorant Porter with her 
head downward; which tale goes veryxur-, 
B " rent 
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- rent among the Papifts. I can truly af- 
firme', that this is a meere fiftion, for I have 
examined the Gentlewoman her felfe (being 
of kin to my wife, and a Rogers by name) 
and fhe hath fworn to me, fhe never re- 
ported, nor ever her felf heard, of any 
fuch misfortune* 

But now though this Archbifhop (Parker) 
diffembled not his Marriage, yet Queen 
Elizabeth would not diflemble her diflike of 
it. For. whereas it pleafed her often, to 
come to his houfe, in refpe£t of her favour 
to him (that had been her Mothers Chap- 
lain) being once above the reft greatly 
feafted; at her parting from thence, the* 
Archbifhop and his Wife being together, 
fhe gave him very fpeciall thanks, with gra- 
tious and honourable termes, and then 
looking on his Wife, and you (faith (he) Ma- 
dapi, I may not call you, and Mrs, I am 
afhamed to call you, fo I know not what 
to call you, but yet I do thank you. 

It is true, fhe mifliked Marriage in Bi- 
Diops, and was not very forward to allow 

that, 
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that, in fome of the Layety ; for I knew 
one of good place about her, that had con- 
tracted himfelf to a rich Widdow, and yet 
would not adventure to marry her, till he t 
had gotten' the Queen to write, for that, 
which he had obtained before, to the in- 
tent, that the Queen, reputing that as her 
benefit, might not diflike with her own aft. 
But for Clergymen, ceteris paribus, and 
fometime imparibus too, Ihe prefered the 
fmgle man, before the married* 

Of Archbifhop Edmond Grindal. 

Of Mr. Edmond Grindal, whereas my 
Authour writes he was blind, I have heard 
by fome (that knew fomewhat in thole 
dayes) that he kept his houfe upor^a ftrange 
occafion, the fecret whereof is known to 
few, and the certainty is not eafie to find 
out, but thus I was told, that 

There was an Italian DoQor (as I take 
that of Phyfick) that having a known Wife 
aLyar, yet bearing himfelf on the coun-' 
B 2 tenance 
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tenance of fome great Lord, djdmarjrya^ 
nother Gentlewoman, (which to do now,, is 
by molt godly Laws fince made felony) 
This good Archbifliop, not winking &t fo • 
publick a fcandall, convented him for that, 
and proceeded by Ecclefiafticall cenfurek 
againft him ; letters were prefently written 
from this great Lord, to the Archbiihop, 
to ftop the proceeding, to tolerate, to dif-' 
penfe, or to mitigate the cenfure ; but the . 
Bilhop remained ftill unmoved and unmove- 
able; when no fubje&s intreaty could be 
found to prevail, they intreat the Soveraigp 
to write in the Do&ors behalf; but this 
John Baptijl not only perfifted in his N&n 
licet habere earn, but alfo in a reverent fa- 
ftiion, required an account of her Majef- 
ties faith, in that (he would feem to write 
in a manner that (if fhe were truly informed) 
was exprefly againft the word of God. 
The Queen in a gracious difpofition, was 
purpofed to have yielded an account in 
writing ; but the great Lord not onely dif- 
fwaded her from that, as too great an in- 
dignity; but incenfed her exceedingly 
" againft him ; whereupon, he was privately 

com- 
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commanded to keep his houfe; where be- 
caufe he was fomewhat troubled with fore 
eyes, his friends gave out he was blind. 
But if he were blind, that was like to the 
foothfayer Tyrefias that forefaw and told 
JPentAeus mine, as Ovid writes, 

Et veniet, nee enirn dignaltrc numtn honore, 
. Meq;fub his tentbris nimium vidijfe qucreriu 

For that Lord, that fo perfecuted this 
Prelate about his Phyfnians two wives, dy- 
ing twenty years fince, left two wives be- 
hind him, that can hardly be yet agreed 
which was his lawfull wife, and fo mucli 
for i4rcA~Bifhop GrindaU. 

Do6lor Whitegyf*e. 

Upon the deceafe of Archbiftiop GrindaU, 
the State defirous to have a learned and 
difcreet perfon, in fo eminent a place ; and 
the Queen refolyed to admit none, but a 
fingle man ; choyce was made of Doftor 
Whitegyfu, then Bilhop of Worctjitr, a man 
in many refpe&s very happy, and in the 
B3 beft 
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beft judgments very worthy* He was noted 
for a man of great learning in Caniiridge, 
and he was grown to his full ripenefs of 
heading and judgment; even then, when thofe 
that they called Puritans (and fame meerely 
define to be Proteftants fcar'd out of their 
wits) did not begin by the plot of fome great 
ones, but by the Pen of MirCarfa? right, to 
defend their new difcipKne. 

Their Epdeavour as was pretended to de- 
duce all, in fhow, at leaft to the purity, but 
indeed to the poverty, of the primitive 
Churches, • 

Thefe Books of Mr. Cdrtturigkt, not uh- 
learnedly written, were more learnedly an- 
fwered by t Do&pr WhittgyjU t . Both had 
their reward ; for Mr. Cartwright, was by 
private favour placed about Coventry, where 
he grew rich, and had great maintenance to 
live on, and honoured as a Patriotic, by 
many of that profeffioh. Do&or Whittgyfic 
Was made Bifhop of Wbrce/ler, and there 
having a great good report of Houfkeeping, 
and governing the Marches of Wallc$, he 

wa» 
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ifcas (as my Aiithout hath told, eaHedunta 
Canterbury. While he was Biftop of Wor~ 
. ttfitr-, though the* fevehew of that be nOC 
very great, yet hifc/cuftom was *o <:ome to 
the Parliament very well attended, which 
was afafhion the Queeh liked exceeding 
well. It' happened ant 4a(y fcifhop Elfner of 
London, meeting this fefthop with fuch ato 
orderly tro©p of Tawrty CGkts, arid de- 
manding of him, how he could keep fo 
many men, he anfwertfd, It was by reafon, 
he kept fo few women. 

Bei tig made Arch-bifh6p of Canterbury; 
and of the privy Councel, he carried him 
felf in that icild, and charitable £ourfe, 
that he was not onely apiproved greatly, by 
by all the Cferjgy of England, but even 
fome of h&dfe, whom with his pen he might 
feem toihkVe wounded; I mean th^fe called 
Puritans, of whbm he won divers by fweet 
pterfwalrdris to conformity. In the Star- 
(£hattirb£r; he wfed to deliver 1 his fehterice 
in good fafhion, evtr leahrng to the milder 
penfure as beft became his Caflifcg. He 
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was a great ftay in Court and Councel, to 
all oppreffions of the Church, though that 
current was fome time fo violent, as one 
mans force could not flop that. 

He founded an Hofpitall in or nighCrojf- 
ien 9 and placed poor men therein, in his 
own life time, and being grown to a full 
age, that he might fay with St, Paul, Bonum 
ccrtamcn certavi, curfum confeci, fc?c. he was 
fo happy, as to give to his Soveraign and 
preferrer, the laft fpirituall comfort flie 
took in this World (I hope to her eternall 
comfort) and after that, he not onelyjoyned 
with the other Lords, for the proclaiming 
of King James, but on St. James his .day 
following, did fet the Crown on his head, 
and anointed him with Oyl, and fo having, 
firft feen the Church fetled under a religious 
King, and the Crown eftabliftied in a hope- 
full fucceffion, he fell into a Palfey, ,to 
which he had been formerly fuhjeft, and 
with no long or painful ficknpfs, he yielded i 
to nature, deferving well this Epitaph, writ- 
ten by a young Scholar of Oxford, who was 
with me at the writing hereof Can- 
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Candida dona tibi Wktitgyfii* funt nonrn t & omejt' 9 . 

Candidiora tuis munera nemo dcdit. 
Norrun habes niueis injcriptum nunc ergo lapillis, 

EtJiola t pro meritis rcdditur alba tuis* 



DoQor Richard Bancroft* 

. Open jhe death of Arch-bilboy Whitegvif&j 
divers worthy m^n were named in the va- 
cancy. His Majefty not after the maimer 
of feme Princes, feeking to keep that va* 
cant, b,ut rithet haftning to fill that. The 
Bifhops of Durham and JVincheftcx wre, as 
it yttTt^voce populi, made competitors witk 
the Bifhop of London, rather by their emi- 
nence of merit and learning, then by any 
known defire, . or endeavour of them or 
their friends. Wherein jnethinks, by the, 
way, envy it felf cannot but gratulate the : 
Church pf England, that is fo formfeed 
with learned Bifhops, as if choyce had been 
to be made, not by a judicious Prince, bu» 
fyy the fortune of a lot among thofe three;, 
3l*d many more befide, that could not have 
' ' fallen 
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Fallen amifs. But his Majefty had long 
lince underftood of his writing againft the 
Gcncvifing, and Scotizing Minifters; and. 
though fome imagined he had therein given 
the Ring fome diftafte, yet finding him, in 
the difputations at Hampton Court,' both 
learned and ftout, he did more and more 
increafe his liking to him ; fo that although 
in the common rumour, Tfaby Matthew then 
Bifhop of Durham, was likeleft to have 
carried that J To learned a man,- and foaffi^ 
duous a Preacher, qui in concionibus domina- 
tur as his emulous and enemy wrote of him, 
yet his Majefty in his learning knowing, 
and in his wifdom, weighing, that this fame 
ftria charge Pafic oves mts feed my Iheep, 
requires as well a paftorall courage of dri- 
ving in the ftray Iheep, and driving out the 
infeaious, as of feeding the found, made 
efpeciall choyce of the Bifhop of London, 
as a man more exercifed in affaires of the 
State. I will add alfo my own conjeflure 
out of fome of his Majefties owft fpeeches, 
that in refpea he was a fingle man, he fup- 
pofed him the fitter according to Queen 

Elizabeths- 
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Elizabeths principle* of ftate; upon whofe 
wife foundations, his Majefty doth daily 
ere& more glorious buildings. 

But I lofe Iabpur to repeat thefe things 
to your HighnefTe better known, then to 
myfelfe. I fhould onely fpeak of the for- 
mer times. 

Of his beginning therefore, and rifing, 
I will boldly fay that, which I would I 
might as truly of all that follow in this 
Treatife, viz. that he came to all his pre- 
ferments very clearly, without prejudice 
or fpoile of his Churches. 

He was Tutor in Cambridge, to the Lord 
firomwcll, who had caufe to wi(h, and (as 
I have heard) hath wflht, he had ftaid with 
him longer, though he were fttarp and^uf- 
tere. My Lord Chancellor Hatton made 
fpeciall choyce of him, to be his Exa- 
miner. 

EJl aliquid de tot Graiorum millibus untm a 
Piomede Ugi. By 
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By his means Queen' JLlizahth came to 
take knowledge of hw wifclome and fuffici- 
ency. He both wrote, as I touched be- 
fore, and laboured earneftly by all good 
• mea<isLTor/tfee>fupprdffing b£ the famafttcall 
Novdliifts. r&ftrrthe ftr&nge andifrantitk 
attempts of Hdkfat >cttkL his? bellows; which 
pra&ice, though the branches thereof w^re 
cafily cut off, yet was it thought, to have 
rfe morfe ^dangerous and fecret irodtr )But 
fdr thefel his travek, as ithe Queen and 
{State i favoured him ] fo the feditiotts fec- 
taries (to ufe Judge Pcphams word, »tKat 
would not have them called Pttwtanes) they 
I fay, no lefle maligned him iih Libel§ and 
Rimes, (for they were void of reafons) lay- 
ing th$ imputation .of ^apiftry ; unjto him ; 
fome of them * were putjifhed jn the .§&** 
chamber, namely . orte Dflrling, xhelaftStar^ 
chamber day in Queen Elizabeths time, was 
fh^rply cenfured. And it is no wonder, if 
. they loved him not, for indeed he had ftout- 
ly oppofed their chiefeft darlings. A? for 
the imputation of fapiftry, which they lay 
on ail men that croffe their defignes, he is 

fo 
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fo free frojp it, that I can truly affimie, tJbe 

greateft Wow the Papifts received in ^all 
Queen Elizabeths time, came from his hand, 
or at feaft from his head t For having wifely 
obferved the emulation, ambition, and envy, 
that lurked in the minds of their feculat 
Priefts, and the Jefuits one againft another, 
he found the means by the fame policy, and 
with the like fpirit, that St. Paul fet the 
Pbarifees againft the Sadduces, to fet the 
Priefts againft the Jefuits, Watfon againft 
Parfons (Impar congrejfui) but yet thereby he 
fo divided their languages, as fcantly they 
can underftand one another as yet. Thefe 
things a£ted, before the King your fathers 
happy entry, I thought good to touch, tho* 
more fp^ringly than my particular affe&ioit 
and his juft deferts do give me occafion. 
Of his late imployments of his great care* 
in fetting forward and fetting forth all his 
Majefties godly proceedings, though I know 
much, yet if I fhould fay all I know, 
perhaps it is leffe then your Highneffe 
knowes; therefore I will conclude with that 

U which the truth, rather than my kindneft 
, C enforceth

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enforceth me to fay, that no Bifliop fince 
I can remember hath been counted more 
vigilant in looking to his charge. Ne <jui& 
jEcclcfia detrimenti capiat.

MY purpofe in this work from the begin- 
ning, and my promife to your High- 
neffe, being to adde to this Author, a fup^ 
ply of fome matters that he purpofely omit- 
ted writing in the latter yeers of Queen 
Elizabeth, and my refolution being to write 
plainly, without feare or favour of thofe I 
doe write, . I will proceed confidently, as I 
have begun ; in which, I perfwade my felfe 
I have fome advantage of the Author him- 
felfe, for freedome of fpeech, both in the 

time, 
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time, and many other circumftances* For 
he was no foole that gave that rule, 

Mitijimafors eft 
Regnorum, Jub Regc novo. 

Againe, I being a L^y-man, am not fo 
obnoxious to their apprehenfions, that may 
be offended with that I {hall fay, as he was 
being a Churchman, 

Thirdly, I lived in a place, where I might 
know many things without enquiry, which 
had been fcarce fafe for him, in that time 
to enquire after. 

Laftly, he writes to the world publiquely, 
and I but privately to your Highnefle. 
Therefore I will proceed quo adfciam, pole- 
toque. 

The firft Bilhop of London I have to 
: write of, is Mr. John Elmer, of whom my 
Author hath fpoken too little, and I per- 
haps, Ihall feem to fay too much ; yet once 
C 2 I thought 
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I thought to have faid foAieMrhat Gf Bonner, 
becaufe I ltaay remember him living m the 
late Queens time unbifhopped, and went 
fometimes abroad ; but I wasfo young then, 
as I could judge nothing; and he was fo 
hated, that every ill-favoured fat fellow that 
went in the ftrect, they would fay, that was 
Bonner. But me thinks now, by that I have 
ho^rd of him, I could liken him to Di&ty- 
Jius the Tyrant of Syracufe, who beifig cruell 
amTperemptory in prosperity, was both pa* 
tient and pleafant in adveTfity. For exam- 
ple, that Tyrant being expeHed his Reahii, 
and living a poore pedarlt, was one day 
with men of mean fort, drinking in a Ta- 
vern, fome Diogenes efpying him, came to 
him with reverence, opening, and fhaking 
his upper gat mem (f6r fo they ufed in ihofe 
' daies, that came iitto the Kings chambers, 
to fhew they had no weapons) Dionyjivx^tx- 
ceiving the fcom, was nothing troubled, 

• but bad fcirti come atfid drink with htm, and 
fiiake his clothes at the gomg out, that his 

• baft might fee he carried nothing wfch him. 
So BiHntr having twice loft his Biftioprick, 

walking 
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Walking with his Tippet in the ftrete, one 
begg'd it of him (in fcoffe) to line a coat; 
.No (faith he) but thou (halt have a fooles 
head, to line thy cap. And to another, 
that bad him good morfow Bifhop quondam, 
he ftraight replied, Farewell, Knave fcthpcr. 
I have been told alfo, that one fhewed him 
his own pifture in the Book of Martyrs, in 
the firft edition, on purpofe to vetfe him ; 
at which he laught, faying a vengeance 01* 
the foole, how coijld he get my pifture 
drawn fo right ? and when one aflked him 
if fctf were not afhamed to whip a man with 
a beard, he laught, and told him, his beard 
was grown fince; but (faith he) if thou 
hadft been in his cafe, thou wouldft have 
thought it a good commutation of pen- 
. nance, . to have thy bum beaten, to fave 
thy body from burning"; but this is too 
much of this Cloven. 

, I come now to Bifhop Elmer, whom in 
my own particular I loved very* well, and 
yet performing truly the talke I have un- 
dertaken, I ftiall fhew perhaps no great 
C 3 figne 
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figne of It. He was & man but mean 6f 
ftattire, yet in his youth very valtaht, which 
«fce forgat not in his age* When he firft 
became a preacher^ following the popular 
phrafe, and fafhion of the younger Divines 
of thofe times, which was to inveigh agimft 
the faperfluities rf the Churchmen, he b 
remembred, naftiely td have ufed thefe 
words in a Sermon, before a great Audi- 
tory, Whtrefirt amy frith your Th&ufand$,yvic 
Bijkops, and cevte deztm Uywr Hundreds &c. 
but this was but a heat of his fpirit; of 
which not Idng after, by reading and «m- 
ferencfe/ he was throughly cured; in fo 
much as being alked by one of his Owit 
rank, after he was Biftop of Ltoden, what 
he meaftt, to preach of the brairifick feflri- 
-on, he anfwered with the words of St, iW, 
Cum ejfem parvdu% % hquebar ut purvuiw, fa~> 
pith am ut parvvlus* 

But certain it is, no fiifiiop was more 
perfecuted and taunted by the Puritans 
of all forts, then he was, by libels, bjf 
feoffes, by open railing, and privy back- 
biting 
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Utiirg. It 13 a vulgar, yet a paflage not 
tunworthy rem^mbring, that paft betweeh 
one Mr. Mu£<k>xt> and him s For whew thfe 
Bifhop had recovered him about forae mat- 
ter concerning Pumtaniftae, and he bad 
«nfwared the Bffiiop fomewhat umdwehflly 
- and thwardy } the Bifttop (as he was inge- 
nious ever) fold unto him, thy very name 
exprefieth thy nature, for tfadiox is thy 
name, and thou art as mad a beasft as ever 
I ever talked with* The other not long to 
feek of an aniwer, by ybtir favour* Sir, 
(faid lie) your deeds anfwer your name 
fighter then mine : for your name is Eimar y 
And you have marr'd all the £hns in Ftd&*m> 
by lopping thcin* He ufed for recreation 
to bowit in a Garden ; and Marfan NLwrprt* 
late thence takes this taunting feoffe, thai 
iht Bifeop woutd cry* Rub, nib, rub to 
his "bowle^ and when 'it was gone too fkrre # 
fey, The dlvell goe with it; and thiea, 
quoth be, the Bifoap would feJfotr. Thai 
&ey rubb'd one another, titi they were all 
gall'd feriietis&es ; and the Bilhop was fo 
Weary of the place ; that he would gladtjp 

have 
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have removed to Ely, and made great futt 
for it, and wars put in feme hope of it. I 
have feen a Letter or two of his, to his 
friend, fubfcribed thus, Yours in love, but 
not with London; yet would he not take it 
with thofe hard conditions that were pros- 
pered, left Mr. Maddox, and his like, 
might call him Elymar; fo as it was noted 
as an ill fortune of his, to have died Bifhop 
of London, which eight before him in an 
hundred yeers had not done, but been 
either preferred, of deprived. He was 
diligent in preaching at his cure, where he 
#as firft beneficed ; and when his Auditory 
grew dull, and unattentive, he would with 
fome pretty and unexpefted conceit, move 
them to attention. Among the reft was 
this : He read a long Text in Hebrew, 
whereupon all itemed to liften what would 
come after fuch ftrange. yrords, < as if they 
"had taken it for fome conjuration. Then 
he (hewed their folly, that when he fpake 
Englifh, whereby they might be inftrufied 
and edified, they negle&ed, and barkened 
not to it;* and now he read Hebrew, which 

they 
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fhejr understood no word of, they would 
• feetfi fo care fall ind attentive. When there 
Ifrastaikof dmgbifc) rumours of wattes, and 
invafions, then he was commxHily chofen 
to preach in the Court, and he would doe 
it hv fo chearfull a, fafhion, as not onely 
ihewedhehadcowage, bat would put coa- 
tage into others. Here is much doubt, 
faith he, of M&km ab Aquitone, and our 
Cfcteprophets have ptfOphecied that m exal^ 
ttAiom Imthz Leo jwrgctw Lcxnct, TheAftr-o- 
nomer* tell of a warty Trigone 

Ifeft as k>ng as Virgo- is in tkaf Afcetidetit 
trith ws, we need not fear 6f nothing ; Ifcus 
- Mtifam, pii* cwtira nos, and for this, the 
Queen yfimtiA much commend him, yet 
would fbe not remove him. fiut though 
he wetfe ftout, and wife and rich, y*t had 
he tefide his conflicts with thole caHed Pti-' 
titans, alfo feme domeftrcall croflfes. He 
had a Daughter, a model! Gentlewoman, 
and very tfeil brought up, whorti he gave 
itt manage to otie Mr, Adam Squire, a Mi- 
*ifter and preacher, and learned, bat a vety 

fantafticali 
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fantaflicall man, as appeared partly the firft 
day; for as I have heard, he would needs- 
preach at his own Mariage, upon this Text, 
It is not good for Adam to be alone. This 
Text he fo purfued, after he had been fome 
years maried, that though his Wife were 
. away, yet Adam would not be alone* This 
, courfe bred jealoufie, jarrs and complaints, 
and the Biftiop as he had good caufe, re- 
prehended his Son in Law, he thinking to 
defend, or at-feaft to revenge, himfelf, by 
recrimination, accufed her to have receiv- 
ed a love letter from a Knight (but the 
Squire himfelf had indited that) and this 
was fo cunningly handled by him, and with 
fuch probability, that her fault was as fufpi- 
tious, as his was manifeft, falfhood will out 
at laft. The Bifhop that feared never a 
Knight, nor Lord in England, fends for the 
Knight (contrary to the Squires expecta- 
tion) boults out the whole matter, finds 
there were treacherous tricks put on his 
Daughter, but no Merctrix, and being too 
. wife to publifli his own difgrace, and too 
"- ftout to indure that; I have credibly heard 

(and 
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(and believe that to be true) that with a 
good waiter, he fo mortified this old Adam 
of his Son in Law Squire, that he needed 
no other pennance but this, which was ac- 
cording to the old Canon per Difciplinam, d 
verbera. In his Sons he was more fortunate, 
than many Biihops in England have been 
thought to have been ; his eldeft being a ci- 
vil Gentleman, and well left, another an ex- 
cellent Preacher, that hath preached oft 
before the King, and namely one Sermon 
on this Text out of the 2d. of % the Canticles, 
verfe 15. Take us the Foxes, the little Foxes 
that dejlrtyoux Vines: for our Vines, have finall 
Grapes: which Sermon fo pleafed his Ma- 
jefty, that befides other approbations of 
tbat, he faid to me, that if Mr. EUmer had 
not had his Fathers colle&iops and notes 
againft Puritans, he never could have made 
fo goo4 a Sermon, and fo ipuch of Bifhop 
EUmer. . 

.Of BisHpt* Fletcher. 
There fucceeded in lefs than one years 
vacancy, as hath been already told, Mr. 

Richard 
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Richard Fletcher, a comefy and courtly Pre- 
late, but I may lay, as Tvily faid, when he 
had commended King Dcjotarus to Cafar, 
by the name of Rex frugi, a frugall, or 
thrifty King, he ftraight addeth this paren- 
thefis, quanquarq. Reges hoc verbo laudari nan 
foknt, although faid he, Kings are no* ac- 
cuftomed to be praifed.with this word thrifty, 
fo I might fay, that comely and courtly, are 
no fit Epithetons for the true praife of a 
Prelate. I remembered before bow Ely had 
been long vacant, almoft 20 years, and 
Bri/lollz-ndOxenford though both new ereft- 
ed Bifhppricks (faved as it were out of the 
ruins and allies of the Abbies) were thought 
in fome danger again to be loft, for BrifioU 
was held in Commendam, and Oxford not 
much to be commended ; wherefore about 
the year 88. that fame annus mirabilis, fome 
of the zealous Courtiers, whofe devotion 
did ferve them to prey more on the Church, 
than pray in the Church, harkened out for 
fit Tupplies to thefe places, and fent their 
Agents to find out fome men that had great 
mindes, and fmall mean? or merits, that 

would 
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would be glad to leave a fmall Deanry 
to make a poor Bifhoprick, by new leafing 
out Lands, that were now almoft out of 
Leafe, but tp free him from the guilt of it, 
the ^poor Biftiop mud have no part of the 
fine. There was then a Deane whom I may 
not name ; but to give the ftory more life, 
I will name his place for names fake of Co- 
ventry, a man of great learning, but of no 
great living.. To him was fent one of thefe 
Foxes, the little Foxes that deftroy our Vines, 
and make fmall grapes with this favourable 
Meffage, that his honourable Lord, had fent 
him to him, to let him know, how much he 
refpe&ed his good gifts (in which word alfo, 
there might be fome equivocation) and 
though that was hard in thofe times, to 
pleafure men of his worth, according to 
their merit, yet my Lord in favour of him, 
hath bethought him of this courfe, that 
whereas Salijbury was then like to be void by 
a Remove, if this Dean would for the pre- 
fent take the Bifhoprick of Oxford, which 
was then in a long vacation alfo, and make 
Leafes, &c. he Ihould the next year be re- 
D moved 
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moved to Salijbury: the honeft Dean that in 
his foul detefted fuch facriledge, made this 
mannerly and ingenuous anfwer. Sir, I be- 
feech you commend my humble fervice to 
his "honourable Lordfhip; but I pray you 
tell his Lordfhip, that in my Confcience, 
Oxford is not my right way, from Coventry 
to SaUfbury; what became of Oxford! fhall 
touch, and but touch hereafter, I come 
now- to Bifhop Fletcher, that made not fo 
much^ fcruple to take Brijloll in his way, 
from Peterborough. to WorceJter y though that 
were wide of the right way> upon the finif- 
ter or bow hand many miles ; as the Card 
of a good Confcienc£, will plainly difcover- 
I fortuned to be one day at the Sawy with 
Mr. Secretary Walfingham, where Mr. Fletch* 
er was then upon his difpatch for Brijlpll, a 
familiar friend of his meeting him there, 
bad God give him joy, my Lord cleft of 
Brijloll, which he taking kindly and courtly 
upon him, anfwered that it had pleafed in- 
deed the higher powers, fo to difpofe of 
him; butfaid his friend in his eare, do you 
not leafe out lot et tot to fuch and fuch. He 

clapping 
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clapping his hand on his heart,, in a good 
gracefull fafliion,- replied with the words of 
Neman the Syrian. Herein the Lord be 
.merciful! to me, but there was not an Eli- 
zcus to bid him go in peace* What ftiall I 
fay for him ? Non trat he Hominis vitiumjtd 
timfioris? I cannot fay fa, for your High- 
nefs knowes I have written otherwife in a 
; Book of mine I. gave you Libri 3. numcro 
So. 

Alafs a fault con/eft were Jialf amended, 

-But Jin is doubk % that is thus defended* 
I kn&w- a right xtnfe manfayes und believes 
Where no receivers are f would be no tkeeves. 

Wherefore at the moll I can but fay Di- 
vidatur. He was a well fpoken man, and 
one that the Queen gave good countenance 
to, and difcovered her favour to him, even 
-in her reprehenfions, as Horace faith of Me- 
canus. Rerum tutcla mearum, mn fts, ct 
jtravc feZtem Jiomacheris ob imguctii ; for fhe 
found fault with him once for -cutting his 
beard too fhort, whereas good Lady (if ftie 
D 2 had 
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had known that) fhe would have found fault 
with him for cutting his Bifhoprick fo fhort. 
He could preach well and could fpeak bold- 
ly, and yet keep decorum: He knew w r hat 
would pleafe the Queen, and would adven- 
ture on that though that offended others. 
Once I remember there had ' been two 
Councellers fworn within compafs of one 
year, and neither of them had a gray hair 
at that time, whereupon he glawnc't in his 
Sermon at it with a fentence of Seneca. 

Which Mr. Daniel upon a better occafi- 
on did put into Engli/h verfe in this fort, 

That we may truelyfay, thefefpoil'd the State, 
Young Councel, privatgain } and partial! hate. 

The Queen as I faid, found no fault wrth 
his liberall fpeech, but the friends of thefe 
Councellers taxing him for that, I have 
heard he had this pretty fliift, to tell the 
friends of either of them, he meant it by 
the other. Being Bifhop of London, and a 
Widower, he married a gallant Lady and 
> a Widow, 
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a Widow, Sifter to Sir GtorgcGifford the 
Pertfioner, which the Queeii feemed to be 
extreamly difpleafed at* not for die by ? gain 
of a Bifhop (for flie was free from any fcich 
fuperfiition) but out of her general miflike 
of Clef gymen^ Mariage : this being indeed 
a mariage that was talked of at'leaft nine 
dayes, yet in a while he found means to pa- 
cific her fo well, as fhe promifed to .come, 
and I think did come to a houfe he had at 
Chclfty. For there was a ftayre and a doare 
made on purpofe for her, in a bay window, 
of which pleafant wits difcanted diverfely, 
fome faid that was for joy, to (hew he would 
(as the proverb is) call the houfe. out at 
yrindow for her welcome, fome more bit- 
ingly called it the ImprelTe or Emblem of his 
entry firft Biftioprick, viz. not at the ddo re, 
but at the window. But certain it is that 
(the Queen being pacified, and hee in great 
jollity, with his faire Lady and her Carpets 
and cuftiions in his bed-chamber) he died 
fuddenly, taking Tobacco in his chuire, 
faying to his man that flood by him, whom 
lie loved very well, Oh boy, I die; where - 
D 3 upon 
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upon many bolts were roved after him, and 
fome fpitefully feather'd, which both for 
charity fake, as well as brevity, I wil omit ; 
but this blunt one, not knowing out of 
whofe Quiver it firft came ; but fitting a 
gray goofe wing, I wil produce as his mod 
vulgar Epitaph : 

Here lies thejirjl Prelate made Chriflendomfec, 

A Bifhopt a hujband unto a Ladee, 
The caufe of his death wasjecret and hid 9 

He cryd out I die> and even Jo he did. 

He. was buried in the Church, the Dean 
and Chapter of Pauls not being fo fcrupii- 
lous, as they of York were, the 9. of Hen. 
1 . who becaufe their Archbifhop died fud- 
denly, buried him without the Church-parch, 
notwithftanding he had been' their great 
benefa&on 

Bishop Vaughan. 

Mr. Ric/iard Vaughan is the next I havfc 
to fpeak of, being the laft man nam'd in 

- my 
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my Authors Book, and of him he' hath but 
two lines, onely declaring him to have been 
the Bifliop jof Qhichcjtcr. 

Upon the remove of my Lord at Canter* 
bury that now is, he fucceeded him in Lon- 
don, as is not unknown to your Highneffe. 

His beginning of preferment was under 
the Lord Keeper Puckering, being his exa- 
miner, of fuch as fued foir the benefices in 
my Lords gift in which, though fome com- 
plaine he was tob,precife, yet for my part 
I afcribe to that one of his greateft praifes. 
For this I know, that a preacher being a 
Noblemans Chaplaine^ and therefore qua- 
lified for two Benefices, caniefc to him re- 
commended in good fort, and brought with 
him a Gentleman of both their acquain- 
tance, that fpmetime had.been an Univerfity 
man, to fpeak for his approbation. ' Mr. 
Vavghan examined him of no very deep 
points, and found him but.fhallow, and not 
very ready in the Roman Tongue, his 
friend having been fain to help him up in 

two 
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two or three foulftumbles, both of language 
and matter; whereupon h£ difmift him, 
without all hope of the Benefice, and after 
told the Gentleman ferioufly, that if he 
would have (it T himfdlfe, he would allow him 
fufficient, hut the fuiter by no means. He 
•was in thofe -daies very prompt, and ready 
in fpeech, and with all faftious; he was 
an enemy to all .fuppofed miracles, info- 
much as one arguing with him in the Clofet 
at Greenwich, in defence of them, and 
alledging the Queens healing of the Evil, 
for an inftance, afking him what he could 
fay againft it, he anfwered that he was loth 
to anfwer arguments taken from the Topic 
place of the Cloth of eftate; but if they 
would MTgt him to anfwer, he faid his opi- 
nion was, fhe did it by vertue of fome pre- 
cious ftone in pofleffion of the Crown of 
England, that had fuch a naturall quality. 
But had Queen Elizabeth been told, that he 
had afcribed more virtue to her Jewels 
(though flie loved them well) then to her 
perfon, fhe would never have made him 
Bifhop of Chcjler. He grew heavy and 

corpulent 
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corpulent of a fudden, oot fo much with 
tpo much eafe, as with too little exercife. 
Corpus quod corrumpitur aggravat animam, 
foon after his remove to London he fell into 
that drowfie difeafe, of which he after died, 
growing thereby unfit for the place, that 
requires a Vigilantius, and not a Domitantius. ' 
He was held a milde man, and was well 
fpoken of in the City, which fometime . 
hapneth not to them that deferve the beft. 
To conclude being taken with an Apoplexie, 
he may be properly faid to have flept with 
his forefathers. 

Doctor Ravis. 

Within a few moneths there fucceeded 
him Doftor Ravis Bifhop of Gloucefter, who 
is not formerly mentioned in this Book, 
becaufe Mr. Goldborow his prediceffor in 
Glbucejlcr was then living. His preferment 
to Gloucejier makes me remember a ftofy 
that fome record oiScipio, who being made 
Generall of the Roman Army, was to name 
his Queftor or Tre&furer for the wars, 
^ ' whom

whom he thought* fit ; being a place in thafe 
daies as is now in thefe, of great impor- 
tance, one that took himfelfe to have a 
fpeciall intereft in Seipib's favour was an 
earneft fuitor for it, but by the delay, mif- 
truftinghe (houldhavea deniall, he impor- 
tuned him one day for an anfwer. Think 
not unkindnefs in me (iaid Scipio) that 'I 
delay you thus, for Ihave been as earned: 
iWith ajfrieisd of mine to take it, and yet 
cannot prevaile with him : Noting: hereby, 
that offices of charge and coafcience, ate 
fitteft for fuch as- Ihunne them modeftly, 
rather than fuch as feek them greedily. 
And even fo did myXords of the Counceil 
deale with Mr. Ravis, who being then Dean 
of GhriJliCktrch,. which lightly is not held, 
but by fome. choice man of the Univerfity, 
beioga place of good valew and reputation, 
,was requefted by them to take this Bifhop- 
rkk, when many, that fued to have it, were 
.put by. .But as he was. not willing to goe 
thither, fo they of Ghuccjlcr, were more 
♦unwilling he (liquid. go thence, he was in. a 
-fhort -fpace in fc> good liking of all forts, 

infomuch 
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infomuch as fome that can fcant well brook 
the name of a Bifhop, yet can be content 
to give him a good report. 

For my part, I have obfenred a great 
change in Gkucejfer, from that it feemed. 
nine yeers fince, about the Earle of EJfcx 
going into Ireland; for at that time neither 
their BHhop feemed to care for them, lying 
at a Prebends in Worccjler, which me- 
thought was very inconvenient; nor they 
Teemed much to care for themfelves, alt 
their building both publique and private 
looking old and ruinous : whereas of late 
yeeres,.. their Bilhop keeping his houfe 
neere them, and being daily with them, 
They have built them a new Market-place, 
and are now building a faire Hall for juftice; 
which commendable and comfortable difpo- 
fition of the people, there and elfewhere, 
though it be principally afcribed to the joy 
and comfort th r at all well affe&ed perlbns 
took of his Majefties happy entrance, and 
peaceable government, and of the fucceffi- 
on eftablifhed in' his hopefull iffue ; yet is 

not 
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not the lcaft to be imputed to the difcretion 
and diligence of the Paftors that waken and 
' ftirre up their charity, and * make them 
more fenfible of Gods good bleffings be- 
flowed on them ; . and the rather by this 
good Bifhops means. The Lord of Shrewf- 
bury hath very Nobly, and like himfelf 
contributed to this fo great and neceffary' 
work, giving a large portion of Timber 
towards it.' 

Now, as I faid, it hath pleafed his Ma- 
jefly to place him in London, Magijlratus 
indicabit virum. This publique place (for I 
count the other was almoft 'private to this, 
will fhew what is in the man, I need not 
prognofticate, but I can wifli and hope, 
that as he is for his perfon comparable to 
Mr. Fletcher, fo he may equall Do&or EL 
mar in courage, Doftor Bancroft in care- 
fulneffe, and Do&or Vaughan in his milde 
demeanour, to win the love of the people ; 
and thus much be faid concerning the 
Bifhops of London. 

Of 
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HAVING paft Canterbury and Lpndon, 
both Neighbours to the Court, and 
as it were within the verge ; I thought the 
greateft part of my talk paffed over. How- 
bek Winchefter I finde alfo will afford fome 
variety of matter ; and as It hath been a 
place that bath had many learned men, and 
fcred many, both Divines, Philofophers, and 
Poets, fo I (hall take occafion in fpeaking 
of fome of thefe that enfue, to produce 
Tome Poems both Latine and Englifli ; fome 
made at Winchtficr t fome of Wintkejler, fome 
againft Winchejler ; not digreffing herein 
much from the method and manner of my 
Authour ; who, as your Highnefle may fee, 
produceth good old riming verfes of Fryers, 
both in praife and difpraife of fome of the 
{Jjftiops, for my purpofe from the beginning, 
though it were chiefly to inform your High* 
E neffe, 
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nefle, with knowledge, and a faithfull report of 
fome things paffed in Queen Elizabeths time, 
overpaffed by my ^uthour ; yet was it alfo 
to fauce it in fuch fort with fome variety of 
matter,, not impertinent, to cheer your fpi?- 
rit, left, a dullrslation of the Afts of ;gravg 
gray-beards tp a young Prince might grow 
feftidious. 

Firft therefore of the firft BiftiQp WcMam.t. . 
whofe life my Author hath fet out fo amply . 
and orderly, as I need adde nothing there* 
unto; onely, becaufe am^n thaf hathm?ide 
fo many gQod fchpllers deferves a,bettey 
Verfe then that on hi? TQipb. r ,, ,, t 

Wilklmus dicius Wickham jacet hie nece viflus; 
Jugitcr ofetis, tumulum quicunque vidttiy. 

And fuch like ftuffe, which a Winchcjlcr fchol- * 
ler now would be fcourged, "if he made no^ 
better.

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birth arid marriage, I mem Q.Mary. Bus 
the offeree taken againft him wa* this* Hi* 
Textwasotitof Ecclef. 4. 2. Laudwi mortutt 
tnagis quam viventts, &faliciorem utrtf; juii* 
tavi qui nee dim natus eft. And fpeaking of 
Queen Mary her high Parentafge, Her

Winihefter 
one day in pleafam talk;: comparing his 
Revenue with the Arch-bi#uaps :©£. Canter- 
imry, (hould fay, your Graces will- fhowc 
better in the Rack, but mine will be found 
more' in the Manger, upon which a Gour- 
tier of good- place feid, k might 'be fd in 
diehii Ms; But faith he, the Ratkrftands So 
high in fight, that, it is fit tb keep ittfulh, 
but that may be, fince that time, fome 
have tfith a frovidtakur fwept fome proven- 
der out of the Manger: and becaufe'this 
Metaphor comes from the Stable, I fuf- 
peft it was meant by the Mr. of the Horfe. 
To come then to Bifliop Cooper, of him J 
can fay much, and I Ihould do him great 

wrong, 
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wrong, if I. (herald fey nothing ; for he wa* 
indeed a reverent roan, very well learned^ 
exceeding induftrioi)*, and which was in 
thole days couated a great praife to him, 
and a chief caufe of his preferment, be 
wrote that great Di&ionary that yet bean 
hii name, hi* life in Oxferi wa* very vomr 
mendable, and in fame (bit Saint-like 5 far 
if it be Safe-tike to hve ttnreprovaWe, to 
bear a croft patiently, *o forgive great in- 
juries freely : this mans «*rople i* fempter 
Ifefe in this age. 

He married a Wife; in D*f°rd> for that 
fpcdail juft caufc (I had almoft laid onely 
canfe) why Clergymen fhould marry* wr. 
for avoiding of fin. Melius ejl mm nuitrc 
quam nriy yet was that his very hserd hap 
that file proved too Tight far his gravity by 
many grains, or rather many pounds. At 
the firft he winkt at that with a Socrari- 
call and Philofophicall patience, taking, or 
rather miftaking the equivocating counfel of 
Erafmus Ecthoc. Quid ft miht vttuat ufo fuod 
Us fui incidunt in uxorts farum pylicas pa- 
rump 
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rtmq;frugifera$? Feras. Atqui am taliius 
mofte durior eji vita? vita; wherein I ob- 
ferve in the two Ecchos, how. in the firft 
Feras fignifies either the verb, fuffer, or 
that Nown, wildbeafts, orflirews. In the 
latter, vita fignifieththe Nown life, or the 
vtrbjkim'otefkhetu: fo he (good man) con - 
ftrufcd Feras, Vita, fuffer during life; and. I 
Ihould take that vita feras ftmn ihrews. 
But this F era whom his Feras made Feram, 
-committed wickednefs even, with greedinefe, 
more than was in power of flefh and blood 
to bear: wherewith being much afflicted, 
having warned" his brother privately, and 
bonfwith him perhaps 70 tunes feven times. 
In* the end taking him both in place and 
faftion (not fit to* be named) that wpuld 
have angred a Saint, he.drave him theoce 
"(riot much unlike) as Tobias drove away the 
fpirit Afmodacs, for that was done with a 
Rofte, and this with a fpit. It was high 
time now to follow the Counfel, Die Eccle* 
jfayffo (as all Oxford knows) her Paramor 
wa$ bound from her in a bond of one hun- 
dred 
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dred pound-, but they fhouW rather haye 
been bolts of an hundred pound.

The Whole Uriiv&fity iit reverence of 

the man aftd indignity of the matter, offered 
kinrto feparatg his wife from him by pub-* 
lique authority, and fo fet him free, being 
the innocent p&rty. • But he would by ao 
means agree thereto, alledging he knew hb 
own infirmity, that he might not live un- 
married ; and to divorce and many againe, 
he would not charge his confcienee with 
fo great a fcandall.

This Bilhop my AutbOar ptpfefletfa. to 
reverence for his names fake, and hi& prede- 
ceffors lake ; and I much more for his own 
{fcke, and his vertues fiuke. About the 
yeere 1570. he was Vice-provoft of Eaton, 
and as the manner was, in the Schoolmas- 
ters abfence would teach the fchoole him* 
feife, and direQ: the bqyes for their exer- 
cifes {of which my felfe was one) of whom 
he (hewed as fatherly a care, as if he had 
beefc a fccond Tutor to nae. He was re- 
puted there a very mi$de and good natured 
jtoua, and efteemecfc a very good Preacher, 

and 
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*n£ free froa* that which $t. Pwt calfctb 
Idolatry, I mfefm cwetettfndffe ; . fo xfot, 
one way fey probably, that as the fed W#* 
U#m WicMam was one of the richeft Preble* 
that had been in Winchtfier % long time, and 
bellowed k weH; fc this was one of the 
pooisft, and endured it wdU Hepreadhed 
before the Queen at a IforUamem, JU think 
the laft time that ever he preached before 
her; awUndeedJtwasC^fliiw, fweeteft, 
beieg neereftht? <endi whkh .if *I could fet 
down as he delivered, wex^ well worth the 
renrtnftbering, Bu* the eflfeft was this, that 
ihe Temporalities of Biihopricks, and Land* 
of Col ledges, andfuehhke, were from the 
beginning for the moftp?ttt the graces, gifts* 
and Aimes of Princes, her Majefties pro- 
genitors, that for fome excefles and abufes 
of fome of them, they had been and law- 
fully might be fome quite taken away, 
fome altered, fame diminifhed ; and that 
accordingly they were now reduced to a 
good mediocrity; for though there were 
fome farre greater Biftiopricks in France, 
Spain*, and Germany, yet there were fome 
H alfo 
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alfo lefle and meaner even in Itdy. But 
yet he moft humbly befought her Majefty 
to make ftay of them at leaft in this medi- 
ocrity ; for if they fhould decay fo faft in 
thirty yeeres to come, as they had for thirty 
yeeres paft, there would hardly be a Cathe- 
drall Church found in good repaire within 
• England ; which inconvenience (he faid) 
would foon fpread from the Clergy to the 
T&nporalty, that would have caufe with 
Hippocrates Twins to laugh and weep toge- 
ther. This, as' he fpake zealoufly, fo the 
Queen gave eare to it gracioufly, and fome 
good effeft was fuppofed to follow it, for 
which they both now feel their reward ; and 
thus much of Wickham. 

William Day. 

It was faid that a pleafant Courtier and 
Servitor of King Henry the eighth, to whom 
the King had promifed fome good turn, 
came and prayed the King to beftow a Li- 
ving on him, that he had found out, worth 
jooli. by the yeere more then enough; 

why, 
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why, faith the King, we x have fidixe fuch 
in England; yes Sir* faid his man, the Pro? 
voftfliip of Eaton ; for (faid he) he is allowed 
his diet, his lodging, his horfe-meat, his 
fervants wages, his riding charge, his appa* 
rell, even to the points of his hofe, at the 
Colledge charge ; and 100 li. per annum 
befides. How true this is, I know not, but, 
this I know, tha& Mr. Day having both this 
and the Deanry of Wind/or, was perfwaded 
to leave them both, to fucceed him (that 
had been once his Vice-provoft *of EaUm) 
in the Church ofWinchffter. He was it 
man of a good nature, affable and cbyixh 
teous, and at his table, and in other COU- 
verfation pleafant, yet alwaies fufficiently 
containing his gravity. When hfc was firfl: 
Deane of Wind/or, there was a finging man 
in the Quire, one Woolner, a pleafant fel- 
low, .but famous for his eating, rather then 
his finging ; and for the fwallow of his throat, 
then for the fweetneffe of his note. Mat 
ter Deane fent a man to him to reprove him 
for not finging with his fellows ; the Mef- 
fenger thought all were wbrflnpfull at leaft 
H a that 
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-that did then weare white Surplices; and 
toldhiia Mr. Deane would pray hi*wo*IIiij> 
tofing; thank Mr, Deane (quoth Werinc?) 
and tell him, I am as merry as they that 
Cn^; which anfwer, though it would KaT^ 
offended fome man, yet hearing him to be 
fuch as I have.defcribed, he was foon paci- 
fied* He brake bis Ieg r with a fall From his 
horfe, that Itarted under him ; whereupon 
ibme waggtfk fchollers,. of which my felfe 
we* in the quorum, would fay it was a juft 
.puniflim&tit, . hecaufe. the horfe was given 
him by a Gentleman to place his te jfi 
j&ito*, which at thai tine vras. thought had 
been a kind of facrikdge, but I may aMb 
lay, Cum tram patvukfr ftpiebam ut farvaha. 
He had in thofe daies a good and familiar 
faftiion of preaching not- mincing the word, 
as fome doc, with three wo*ds to feed 
3000 people, that goe away all fonuetimes 
as empty as th£y came ; nor as other*, 
that are Nodoji drawing their auditory with 
them into deep queftions and dangerous 
paifages, that howfoever they fuppofe they 

come 
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come of themfelves much admired, they 
If ave. their auditors many times more th^n 
half mired ; but this was a good plain fa,- 
ihvon, apt to edifie, and eafie to remeni; 
ber ; I will repeat one leffpn of many, t^iat 
I remember out of Sermons of his, which 
I gao imagine yet I hpare him pronouncing, 
and it was, cqnecnrning, prayer : It. is npt 
(faith he) a praying to God, but a tempting 
of God, to beg his bleflings, without doing 
alfo.qur own endeavours; fhall a fcholler 
pray to Qod to make him learned, ^nd 
never goe to his book ? fhall a hufoamiinaji 
pray for a good harveft, and let his Plow 
ftand ftill : the Pagans, and the heathen 
people would laugh at &ch devotion. In 
their fabulous Legion they have a tale of 
Hcrcuks,m\\om for his ftrength they counted 
a God ; how a Carter (forfooth had over- 
thrown his Cart, and fate in the way cry- 
ing, help Hercules, help Hercules; at laft 
Hercules, or one in his likenefle came to 
him, and fwadled him thriftily with a good 
cudgell> and faid, thou varay Jazie felly

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feffbw (foheufedko^rc^tfnee) iatfeftthoti 
ta tne for he% art* ddff *0<*nrig thyflflf* 
irife, fet to ihf fltoufefer, and htive tK^ 
part, and then pray t» rii^ to* help tlfee ; and 
I wiH doe the! reft.

(as I think) to {hoot Hades quite, beyond I 
Sunne and Moqn ; fuch a Powder-work 
againft all .Divinity and, jPhilofophy,. as was 
never heard of, (alwaies excepting the ppw- 
der-treafon.) Then* this learned Bifliop, 

like 
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like a worthy leader (that I proceed in this 
Metaphor) with a refolute Troop, not of 
loofe (hot, but gravis artnaturat, arm'dj to 
proofe out of Chrifts annorie, the old and 
new Teftament, Fathers; Doftors, Sthool- 
men',' Xrnguifts, encounters thefe Lanzbez- 
zadoes/cafts down theit Colours, repaires 
up' tiie ruiries, beautifies the battlements, 
.rams up the mynes, And makes fdch ravel- 
ings, and counter-fcarfes about this Fort, 
that now ,norie j of the Twelve may feem 
more impregnable. Their great Inginere, 
before mentioned, upon griefe of this re- 
pulfe,is gone (as I heare) to teach the 
J ewes Hebrew; God fend him to fcape 
Hades at* the end of his journey. Yet in 
" the heat of thefe Ikirmifhes there happened 
an accident worthy to be remembered, and 
I think by the very devife of the divell. 
This Biihop preaching at Pauls Crofle, upon 
this Article of the Creed ; and there pro- 
ving by authority irrefragable, that hell is 
a place prepared for the Divell and his an- 
gels; that it is beneath in car de terra, and 

tnat 
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tjiaft Cfarift defcepded into it. ^aftn, that 
fcnew all this to. fee true, and was fojxy to 
remeufcber it, and wi(ht that Rone pf th£ : 
Auditory ^ouki t^li^v^ it, saifecj a f«d$tefr 
apd eaufeiefife feare;, by the fraud Qirfglly 
xjf feme one auditor. This foare form^re* 
d&ly poffeft ja&'Qwlyfta whole rauUHj*ds» 
b^t the Lord Major and other Lords there* 
that they verily believed Pauls Church waa 
at that infant falling down, whereby fuch 
4 -tumid* was r^ifqd, a* P<?t flnly dUlvrbed; 
their devotion and attention, but did indeed 
pu$fome:Qf the grave$, wife!* an4noWefii 
of that aflembly into evident hazard of their 
lives, a£-I have heard of fonxe of thei? own 
mouthes. The BHhep mot fo difiqatyed him- 
felfe, fyippathizwg. in pitty, rather, then 
feare of their Qapfeleffe difoay, after the 
tumviH was a little pacified, finifhed his 
Sennon; upon which accident, fome fa- 
vourer* of that opinion make theqifelves 
merry with this ftory, that at leaii that which 
they could not confute they Height feem to 
contema.

/^\ F Eely I have not much to fay, yet in 
^^ a little I may be thought by fome to 
fay too much ; which I will adventure, ra- 
ther then your Highneffe fhall blame me 
for faying nothing. I was among others 
at Bifhop Cox his funerall, being then either 
Batcheler^' or a very young Mailer of Arts? 
but fome yeeres after we thought it would 
have proved the Funerall of the Bifhoprick, 
as well as> of the Bifhop. Something there 
was that had diftafted the Queen concern- 
ing Bifhop Cox, in his life time ; either his 
ifiuch retiredneffe, or fmall hofpitality, or - 
the fpoyl he was faid to make of woods and 
Parks, feeding his family with powdred ve- 
nifon ; all which, I know not how truly was 
fuggefted to her againft him, ii) his life time, 
and remembred after his death. For our 
opinion of him in Carnbridge, we held him 
a good fcholler, and a better Poet then 
I Doaor 
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Doftor Haddon, who called him Mafter; 
whether as having been his fcholler or fer- 
vant I know not ; but among his Poems, is 
extant a Diftick written to B. Cox. 

Vix Caput altollem ekBofcribere carmen 
Qui v$lit is voluit, Jcribert plura, vale. 

which Verfe being but even a (ick Verfe, he 
aitfwered ./* tempore, as they tell, with this*

As for his Church of Ecly, it feemed he 
had no great love there, to have his mo- 
nument defaced within twenty yeeres (as 
this Authour writes) fo as remembring his 
good beginning, one may fay of him, cce- 
pifti melius quam definis. 

But to let him reft, I muft confefle that 
it was held for one of the blemifhes of 
Queen Elizabeths Virgin raigne. Firft, to 
keep ihis Sea of Eely vacant fo long after 

Bifhbp 
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Bifhop Coxes death, and after to take away 
fo large a portion from it, as is generally 
fpoken ; yet that I may both fpeak my con- 
fcience, and (hew my charity as well to 
l itty deceafed Soveraigne, as to the reverend 

I Biftiop yet living, I will fay this : Firlt, I 

! could wifh it had not been fo, and that this 

occafion of fuch a fcandall between thfe 
j Crown and Miter had been taken away. 

i Secondly, I do^ fay for the Queen, foe 

I did no new thing ; and it is held a princi- 

ple of State, that whatfoever there is a 
prfcfident for, is lawfull for a Prince. I con- 
sider further, that Eely was a tiifhoprick of 
none of the firft ere&ions, but many yeeres 
after the conqueft; fo as England ftood 
chriftned without a Bifhoprick of Eely from 
Augvfiint the Monk above five hundred 
yeeres. It was a place alfo that the Crown 
had been jealous of for the ftrengthi of it, 
having fdmetime held out the Conquerour, 
as our writers affirm ; and King Henry the 
third, a wife and fortunate Prince, (aid it 
was not fit for a Cloyfter man, and of late 
yeeres Mooreien undertook to hold it againft 
1 2 Richard 
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Richard the third, for Henry the feventh. 
Adde hereunto, that though it was vacant 
in name, yet the profits thereof may feem . 
to have been perhaps more charitably and 
honourably imployed then before, to relieve 
the poore diftreffed King of Portugall, who 
was call'd by fome fchollers Bifhop of Eely, 
which is leffe fcandalous than for Jeffrey 
Plantagenet to hold the Bifhoprick of Lincoln 
for feven yeeres, without confecration, the 
feabeingkeptvoydfeventeen yeeres; and for 
Ethclmare to hold Winchejler in like manner 
nine yeeres in Henry the thirds time; to]omit 
how Stygand in the Conquerours time, and 
Woolfey in Henry the eighth his time, both 
held Winchejler in commendam. As for chang- 
ing or abating the poffeffipns of it, the 
laws then in force allowed it (though a molt 
godly law fince reftrained the like) and I 
would, all the Bifhopricks in England were 
but fo well left. Now to come to Doftor 
Jleaton, he was compelled in a fort fo to 
take it (for potentes cum rogant jubent) and 
-as long as there was not quid dabis, but hcec 
auferam, the more publique it was, and by 

authority 
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authority then lawfull he may be thought 
the more free from blame* But were £efy 
as good aa ever it wps, that could not findo 
the mouthes bread that finde fault with his 
taking it in that order* 

Before his Majefties comming to Oxford, 
I was in Oxford Library, and fome of good 
quality of both the Univerfities ; and one 
of their chiefe Doctors faid merrily to a 
Cambridge man, that Oxford had formerly 
had a good Lihrary, till fuch time (faid he) 
as a Cambridge man became our Chancel* 
lour, and fo canccll'd or catalog'd and fcat- 
tered our books (he meant Bifhop Cqx in< 
King Edwards time) as from that time ta 
this we could never recover them. The 
Other ftraight replied, then are you even 
with us, for one of your Oxford men hath 
feal'd fo.many good deeds of our good Bi- 
fhoprick in Cambridgcfhirc, that till they be 
cancel'd, it will never be fo good as it fhould 
be. By his chriften name alfo many take 
occafion to allude to this matter, which 
1. 3 whether 
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whether for brevity fake he wrk Mar or 
Mart, or at full length Martin, alwaies by 
adding Edy unto it, it founds to the like 
fence, that either he did Marr it, or Mart 
it, or Martin it. But he is too wife to be 
troubled with thefe. 

If 
any fare the worfe for this now, it is hi'm- 
felf. And as for his learning, and other 
good parts belonging to a Bifhop, he 
is inferiour to few of his ranke, as your 
Highneffe can tell, that have heard him 
preach before the Kings Majefty, who faid 
of him, that fat Men were wont to make 
lean Sermons ; but his were not leane, but 
larded with much good learning. And fo

DOCTOR CHATERTON, 
NOW LIVING. 

FOLLOWING my Authors method, I 
am next to fpeak of Lincoln, a very 
large Dioceffe, yet not fo great a Bifhop- 
rick as it hath been, which I fufpeft by the 
oft removes from it, as Bidlingham, Cooper, 
and'Wickham in Queen Elizabeth* time ; and 
White in Queen Maries time. I note alfo, 
that one . of ,thefe removed to Worcejlcr,- 
namely B idling ham y of which I can imagine 
no reafon, except the largeneffe of the 
Dioceffe make it more painfull, as indeed 
it would, if the -decree made in a Synod 
held by Saint Cutkbert in England were duely 
obferved. Of which the third, as Mr. Fox 
hath it is, that every Bifhop once every 
yeere fhould goe over all the parifhes of 
his Dioceffe ; with which Decree by what 

authority 
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authority men difpence, I know not, but 
fure few doe keep it. 

This Doftor William Chaterton, now Bi- 
(hop of Lincoln, and before of Chejler> I 
may remember in Cambridge a learned and 
grave Do£lo^; though for his gravity he 
could lay it afide when it pleafed him, even 
in the Pulpit, it will not be forgotten in Cam* 
bridge while he is remember d, how preach- 
ing one day in his younger yeeres, a wed- 
ding Sermon (which indeed fhould be fek 
tivall) as the Marchant Royall was at my 
Lord Hays marriage (with which being now 
in print many a good hufband doth endear 
vour to edific his wife.) I fay, Mr. Chatter-* 
ton is reported to have made this pretty com- 
parifon, and to have given this friendijr 
caveat : That the choice of a wife is foil of 
hazzard, not unlike as if one in a barrel! 
full of Serpents fhould grope for one Fife ; 
if (faith he) he fcape harm of the fnakes; 
and light on a fifli, he may be thought for-* 
tunate, yet let him not boaft, for perhapi 
it may be but an Eele, &c f Howbeit hd 

marred 
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married afterwards himfelfe, and I doubt 
not fped better then his comparison. He 
was beloved among the fchollers, and the 
rather for that he did not affeft any foure 
and auftere falhion, either in teaching or 
government, as fome ufe to doe ; but well 
tempered both with courage and courtefie. 
Being made Bifhop of Chtfkr, he was a 
yery great friend to the houfe of Darby. 
Preaching the funerall Sermon of Henry 
Earl of Darby, for fome paflages whereof 
he was like to be called in quefiion, though 
perhaps himfelfe knew not fo much ; I was 
prefent when one told a great Lord that 
loved not Ferdinando the laft Earle, how 
this Bifhop having firft magnified the dead 
Earle for his fidelity, juftice, wifdome, and 
fuch vertues, as made him the beft beloved 
man of his ranke (which praife was not. al- 
together undeferved)he after ufed this Apof- 
trophe to the Earle prefent; and you (faith 
he) noble Earle, that not onely inherit, but 
exceed your fathers vertues, learne to keepe 
the love of your Countrey, as your father 
did; you give, faith he, in your Arms, 

Three 
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Three Legs ; know you what they fignffie ? 
I tell you, they fignifie three fhii^s, Chejhirc, 
Darbijhire, and Lmicajkire; ftand yotL faft 
on thefe three legs, and you fhatl need feare 
none of their armes. At which this Earle 
a little moved, faid in fome heat, not with- 
out an oath: This Prieft, I believe, hopes 
one day to make him three Cdurtfies. But 
the two Earles t truft are friends now, both 
being fince departed this world, (though 
neither as I could wifh them) the one dying 
of a Ytx, the other of an^**> The Bifbop 
was removed to Lincoln, where he now re- 
mains in very good ftate, having one onely 
daughter married to a Knight of goodwor* 
fhip, though now they living afunder, he 
may be thought to have had no great com- 
fort of that matrimony, yet to her daughtet 
he means to leave a great patrimony ; fo as 
one might not unfitly apply that Epigram 
written of Pope Paulus and his daughter to 
this Bifhop and his grandchild. 

CumfitJHia Patde, cum tihi aurum, 
Quantum Pontiftui habere raros.

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Vidit Roma prim, pattern fumpofum, 
SanBvm dicere tefedpojfum beatum. 

Which I thus tranflated, when I thought 
not thus to apply it.

But if the Bifhop fhould fortune to hear 
that I apply this verfe fo faucily, and fhould 
be offended with it, I would be glad in full 
fatisfaftion of this wrong, to give him my 
fonne for his daughter, which is a manifeft 
token that I am in perfed charity with him. 
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COVENTRY and LICHFIELD. 

Do&or William Overton, 
now Living. 

OF -this Bifhoprick may be obferved, that 
which hapned (I think} to no other 

in 
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in all Queen Elizabeths raigne, that from the 
firft yeere of her entrance (what time fhe 
made them all new) fhe never after gave 
v this Bifhoprick, but once, and that was to 
Do&or William Overton, the one and twen- 
tieth yeere of her reigne* he being then of 
gpodyeeres ; fo as one may probably cort- 
je&ure, that he honoured his parents well, 
becaufe. he had the bleffing promifed to 
fuch, viz. that his daies have been long in 
the land. I can make no fpeciall relation 
concerning him, but the generall fpeech as 
I have heard travelling through the Coun- 
trey, which is not to be contemned ; for, 
Vox populi, vox dei eft. Two fpeciall things 
are commended in him, which very few 
Bifhops are praifed for in this age : One, 
that he kfcepeth good hofpitality for the 
poore ; the other, that he keepeth his houfe 
in good reparation. Both which I have 
feldome heard a married Bifhop commended 
for ; and I will be bold to adde this further, 
that if they would doe both thofe, I think- 
no man would take exceptions either for. v 
their marriage or bigamy. The Churches 

alfo 
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alfo are very well kept ; and for thofe of 
Coventry, they are (of Parifli Churches) the 
fairefl: I have feen, (as I partly noted be- 
fore) they have had fometimes another kind 
of fuperintendency, for the Bifhops keepe 
moil at Lichfittd. 

The pavement of Coventry Church is ai- 
almoft all Tombftones, and fome very an- 
tient ; but there same in a zealous fellow 
with a counterfeit commiffion, that for 
avoiding of fuperftition, hath not left one 
penny-worth, nor one penny-bredth of 
braffe upon the Tombes, of all the infcrip- 
tions, which had been many, and coftly. 

Further I note this, that whereas in Bi- 
fliop Langtons time there were many Parks 
belonging to the Sea, in which the Prince 
committed fome difordet in the time of 
Edward the firft, now it is much altered, 
for he hath not pad one, the reft being 
perhaps turned to paftures, and the Deere 
into tamer beafts.

Bishop Jewell* 

G.F how great antiquity this Bifhoprick 
had been in Former times, two things 
doe efpecially declare. One, that ever 
frnce the conqueft Ordinate fecundum ufim 
Sarum was received over d\\\England ; ano- 
ther, that the Clergy of SaUjbuty were able* 
of their owrte charge to ereQ: ftich a goodly 
Church, and ftone fteeple, as that is which 
now Hands, which at this day a fubfidy werfe 
fcarce able to performe. 

To omit how Skcrlorn Cattle, and the 
Devizes were both built by one Bilhop df 
Soli/bury, and in this State that continued j 
till theyeere 1539. what time Do&or Capon % 1 
was tranflated from Baiigor thither, a mart 
for learning and wit worthy to be of Apottos 
crew ; but fo* his fpoile and havock he is 
faid to have made of the Church-land, 

more 
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more worthy to be Apollions crew, for he is 
noted to be one of the firft that made a Ca- 
pon of his Bifhoprick, and fo guelded it, 
that it will -never be able to birfld either 
Church or Cattle again. The place being 
in this fort much impoverished, Biihop 
Jfmdl was preferr'd unto it the firft yeere 
pf Queen Elizabeth, a Jewel indeed, as in 
name, Re gemma fuit, nomine genfina JuiL 
He, though hp could not maintaine the 
Port his predeceflbrs did, finding his'houfes 
decayed, and Lands all leafed out, yet kept 
very good hofpkality, and gave himfelfe 
wkhall much to writing books, of which 
divers are extant, andin rrtany mens hands, 
viz. His Apology of the Church of England ; 
His challenge, anfwered by Harding; His 
Reply to the /aid Anfmer.; all in Englifh, and 
all in fuch Eftimation, even untill this day, 
that as St. Ofmond in William the Conquer- 
ors time, gave the pattern for form of fer- 
'.vice to alLthe Churches of England, fo Mr. 
Jewells writings are a kind of rule to all 
the reformed Churches of England, and 
hardly is there any controverfie of import- 
K 2 ance 
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ance handled at this day, of which in his 
works is not to be found fome learned and 
probable Refolution. One thing I will 
fpecially commend him for, though I (hall 
not be commended for it my felfe of fome, 
and that is, whereas he defended the mar- 
riage of Priefts, no man better; yet he 
would never marry himfelfe, faying, Chrift 
did not counfell in vain, Qui pottjt capcre, 
capiat. He had a very reverent regard of 
the ancient fathers writings, and efpecially 
St. Augujline, out of which books he found 
many authorities againft fome fuperftitions 
crept into the Roman Church. Why he 
had fuch a minde to lie by Bifhop WyxiiU, I 
cannot gueffe, except perhaps of his name 
he had taken a Caveat, to keep himfelfe 
without a wife. For the whole courfe of 
his life from his childhood, of his toward- 
lineffe from the beginning, and how he' was 
urged to fubfcribe in Queen Maries time, 
and did fo, being required to write his 
name, faying, they fhould fee he could 
write j (which fhewed it was not ex animo)

Though Dof&or Gvtjl fucceeded Btfhop 
jkvull, and my Author snakes him a good 
writer, yet he ihaH not be my g ueft in thia 
difcourie, having nothing to entertaine him 
with, or rather your Highnefie within read- 
ing of him,., But how his focceifcr Do&or 
CekfoeM of a Phyficaan became a Bifotfp 
I have heard by more than a good many 
(as they fay) and I mU briefly handle it, 
and as tenderly as I can, bearing my felf 
equall between the living and the dead. 
I touched before how this Church had fur- 
fened of a Capon, whfcfcf* being heavy in 
faer iftocfiacke, it may be bought (lie had 
feme need W; 4 Phyfkiaru But this man 
ptoved no good Church Phyfician ; had (he 
beeniick of a Plurifey, too much abound- 
ing with bJoud as in ages part, then fuch 
bleeding Phyfick perhaps might' have done 
K 3 it

it no harm. Now inclining rather to a 
confumption to let that bleed afrefh at fo 
large a veine, almoft was enough to draw 
out the very life bloud (your Highneffe 
will pardon my PhyGck metaphors, becaufe 
I have lately look't over my Schola Salerui) 
I proteft I am free from any defire to deface 
the dead undefervedly, and as farre from 
any «fancy to-infulton the misfortunes of 
the Living uncivilly, and in my particular 
the dead man I fpeake of never hurt me, 
and the Living man I (hall fpeake of hath 
done me fome kindneffe ; yet the manifeft 
judgements of God on both of them I may 
not pafs over with filence. And to fpeak 
firft of the Knight who carried the SpoUa 
opima of this Bifhopriek, having gotten 
Sherborne Cattle, Park and Parfonage, he 
was in thofe dayes in fo great favour with 
the Queen, as I may boldly fay, that with 
leffe fuit than, he was faine to make to her 
e'ere he could perfeft this his purchafe, and 
with leffe money then he beftowed fince in 
Sherborne in building and buying out Leafes 
and in drawing the River through rocks into 

his 
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his garden he might have very juftly and 
without offence of the Church or State 
have compaffed a much better purchafe. 

Alfo that I have beene truly informed he 
had a prefage before he firft attempted it, 
that did forefhew it would turne to his 
mine, and might have kept him from med-' 
Kng with it (Si mens non lava fvdjfet) for as 
he was riding poll betweene Plymouth and 
the Court, as many times he did upon no 
finall imployments, this Caftle being right 
in the way, he caft fuch an eye upon it as 
Ahab did upon Nabotks Vineyard, and once 
above the reft being talking of it, of the 
comodioufneffe of the place, of the ftrength 
of the feat, and how eafily it might be got 
from* the Biflioprick; fuddenly over and 
over came his horfe, that his very face, 
which was then thought a very good face, 
plowed up the earth where he fell. This 
fall was ominous I make no queftion, as 
the like was obferved in the Lord Hajlings, 
and before him in others, and himfelfe was 
apt enough to conftrue it fo; but his bro- 
ther 
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ther Adrian would needs have him interpret 
that not as a Courtier but as a Conqueror* 
that it preftged die quiet poflbfikm of it. 
And accordingly for the prefent that fell 
out, he got that with much labour and tra- 
traveUand<oft, and envy, and obloquy to 
him and his heires Habendum *t tenendum but 
e'ere that came fully to gaudendum ; fee 
what became of him. In the publick joy 
and jubile of the whole Realme;, when fa- 
vour and peace and pardon was offer 'd even 
. to offendors, be that in wit, in wealth, in 
courage was iaferiour to few, fell fuddenly 
I cannot tell how into fiach a downfall of 
deilpaire, as bk gneateft esuemy would not 
have wiihed hUn fo much harme, «s lie 
\f<m\d have done himfelfe. Can any man 
be fo wilfully blind, a$ not to fee and to 
fa/, Digitus Dti efi tic, that it is Gods do- 
iag and hk judgement which appeares ? yet 
aifo more plaine by the fequel, for by St. 
Avgufiina rule, when adver&y breeds %~ 
mendment, then that is a figne it is of Gods 
feeding, who would not have-burrarrdEtion 
turaaeto our coufufion ; jfoihapnod it to db»

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Knight being condemned to dye, yet God 

m whofe hand is the heart of the King, put 

y into his mercifull minde againft mans expec- 

1 tation to fave his life ; and fince by the 

I fuite of his faithfull wife both to preferve 

^ his eftate and to eafe his reftraint in fuch 

|; fort as many that are at liberty, taft not 

greater comforts than he doth in prifon, 

being not barrd of thofe companions (I 

I mean bookes) that he may and perhaps doth 
take more true comfort of then ever he 
J tooke of his courtly companions in his 
chiefeft bravery. Neither is he without' 
hope, that upon his true repentance, God 
may yet further adde to incline his Majefty 
f e're feven times goe over his hpad) to a full 
liberty. Now to returne to the Bifhop that

* larceny, or rather plaine facriledge; what 

' was his purpofe* to make himfelfe rich by - " 
making his Sea poore ?

I fa 
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fate Cruq, jm Clinco, as the old bye word is, 
being for haft be-like clapt * into Bifhop Iffy- 
vills grave, (hat even at the Refurre&ion, 
he may be ready to accufe him and lay, I 
recovered Sherborne from a Kmg, when that 
had been wrongfully detained two hundred 
yeeres, and thou didft betray it to a Knight, 
after that had been quietly poffeft other two 
hundred yeeres. Some might imagine this 
a pfefage that Sherborne may one day re* 
vert agaioe to the Bfihoprick. But there 
is a figne in Hydromauti $gainft it. For in

wherfeupon it is reported that fhe faid, that 
fhe had bieft many of her God-fonhes but 
now this God-fonne Ihould bleffe her ; whe«* 
ther fhe were the better for his bieffing I 
know not, but Iain fare he was the better 
for hers. The - common voyce was Sir 
Walter Rakigh got the beft bieffing of him 
(though as I faid before) I rather count it 
a curfe to have his eftate in Sherborne to be 
confirmed that before was questionable. 
But it was his wife ft way rather then to have 
a potent enemy and a tedious fuite. He 
married very young ; for I was told feme 
yeeresfince, he had nineteen children by 
ane woman, which is no ordinary bieffing, 
and mod of them fonnes. A man that 
had three fonnes or more among the An- 
cient Romans enjoyed thereby mo fmail 
priviledges, though the later Romans make 
it not a merit in a Bifhop. His wifes name 
wa$ Patience, the name of which I have 

heard 
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heard in few wives, the quality in none. 
He hath one fonne blind (I know not if by- 
birth, or accident) but though his eyes be 
blind, he hath an underftanding fo illumi- 
nate, as he is like to prove the beft fchol- 
ler of all his brethren. One _ elpeciall 
commendation I may not omit, how by 
this good Bifhops means, and by the affift- 
ance of the learned Deane of Sarum Doc- 
tor Gourdcn, a feminary called Mr, Carpen* 
ier, a good fcholler and in degree a Batch- 
elour of Divinity, was converted and tef- 
tified his owne converfion publickly in a 
Sermon upon this Text, ASs 9. 18. There 
fell as it were Scales from his eyes 9 faying that 
three Scales hath bleared his fight, viz. Anti- 
quity, Univerfality, and Conjent, but now the 
Scales being fallen away, he faw plainly, 
their Antiquity Novelty, their Univerfalily a 
BabylonicaU Tyranny, and their Confent a Con- 
Jpiracy. And thus much be faid of my 
god-brother, and (be it faid) without pre- 
famption your Highneffe god-brother, Doc- 
tor Henry Cotton.

j| {CONCERNING Bath I have fuch plenty 
j v^ of matter to entertaine your High- 
j neffe with (I meane variety of difcourfe) 
! as I ftudy rather how to abbreviate it, then 
how to amplifie it : I fhould have begunne ' 
J at Bifhop Barlow, but I refpeft fo much the 
| very name of King, as I could not let 
him pafle without fome homage ; and be- 
caufe the chiefe Bath of which the Town« 
I hath the name is called the Kings Bath, I 
' lhall add fomewhat alfo, either omitted, or 
t but fleightly touched in the Precedent booke 
I t>y mine Author, but fomewhat more 
I largely handled in the Latin Treatife men- 
tioned by him page 307* in the life of Stil- 
, . L lingtcii 
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lington out of which I will cite a paffage or 
two as occafion (hall ferve. 

Firft therefore for the City of Bath, to 
omit all the Antiquities noted by Mr. Camb- 
itn and other good Authors, as alfo feen 
by my felfe, <I obfefrve tKia, that asiongft 
all our old Traditions and Legends thereof, 
that feemeth as it were purpofdy left in fitf- 
pence and not yet folly determined, whe* 
ther the Crowne or the Miter have more 
claime to the vertue that all men fee and 
fay to be in fchefe waters. Some affirms 
that King Bladud a learned King, brought 
up at Athens long before Chrifts time, ei- 
ther by his cunning in Magick did frame 
it, or rather by hisfearch did finde it, or«tt 
leaft with his coft did firft found it : others 
believe that King Arthurs Uncle St. David 
a Bifhop of Wales, that lived longer with 
Leekes then we doe now with Larkes and 
Quailes, by his Prayer procured this ver- 
tue to thefe Springs, but this is manifeft by 
•raoft credible Hiilori.es, that OJfa King of 

Mercia 



M&xctlfi built a goodly Abby there, where 
before had been a Temple of Minerva antf 
Hercules, whom they feined to be Prefidents 
q( hpk Bating Thift Man*ft$ry built by 
Qffa 775 va$ deftroy^d b>y *he Z^Bfws being, 
then &o Christians about the yeere 900. 
Then U waa reedified by Etyhegm a Bifcop 
Qf Canterbury 1010, and continued in great 
3$mqtioR for a place of holy and ftrickt 
UfQ> fe^t had not yet the Title of a Biftiop- 
•rick* till jfoAn *fc Jfitfufo, a French map 
Itorue and » Pbyficiw by profeffion, being 
made Bi&op of Hft/Js,. which was in Latin 
& fontibw, admiring the vertue of thefe 
Bathes and the Cures, they wrought, for 
y&ksh it had been long before by the SaxGnfi 
Jfoxnamed Afanmchefier> that is Gck m>ans* 
Towoe. This JbAra. <U Vilfola thinking this 
place de Fontibus, more honourable then 
the other call'd Wells, bought this City of 
K. William Rufus, and tranftated his feat 
thither. Apd finding that both that Towne 
and Abbey had beene late before defaced 
with fire, he new built both about the yeare 

L Z 1122 
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1122 and was the firft Bifhop was burfed^ 
there. 

Then was that again, burned in the yeere 
1132 and repaired ag&ine by Biflipp Ro- 
bert, and remained ftill the Bifhops feat and 
inheritance, till that Bankrout Bifhop Sava~ 
ricus, for covetoufnefle of Glafitnbury, In 
mircedem hujus unionis (to ufe my Authors 
word) for reeompence of this Union of 
Glaflcnbury to Wells, gave Bath againe to 
King Richard the Firft, and yet notwitfc- 
ftanding thefe two fo huge Revenues, he 
fpent fo prodigally and unprovidentiy in 
his many journeys to the Emperour, that 
it is written he had a Legion of creditors, 
and for his wandring humours he had this 
written for an Epitaph, though not fet on 
his Tombe at Bath. 

Hofpes eras Mundo,per Mundum femper cundo, 
Sicfuprtma dies Jit tibi prima quits. 

Thus 
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Thus Bath againe after 400 yeeres, fcs* 
came the Kings, and eyer may it be fo, 
But the Church was not fo fufficieittly *e* 
paired as it ought, in fc much that in Hwy 
the fevenths time it wa$ ready to fiiH, wh# 
time that Oliver King about 10a yeere* 
fince built it againe with fo goodly a Fa- 
brick as the fltone work itands yet fo finqe, 
notwithstanding the injuries of men time 
and tempefts.upon it. Here I may by no 
meanes omit, yet I can fearce tell how to- 
relate the pretty Tales that are Xold of this 
Biihop King, by what vifions, predi&ion* 
he was encouraged and difcouraged in the 
building of this Chncdh, whether fome cun- 
ning woman had foretold him of the fpoyle 
that followed, as Paulus Jovms writes how 
a witch deceived his next fbcceflbr Hadrian 
Bifhop of Math, or whether his own minde 
' running of it gave him oecafion to dreame 
fleeping of that he thought waking, but this- 
goes fo currant aud confirmed with pretty 
probabilities. That lying at Bath and mu- 
ling or meditating one night late after his 
L 3 devotions 
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devotions and prayers for the profperity of 
Henry the feventh and his children (who 
were then all or moll part living) to which 
King he was principall Secretary and by 
him preferred to this Bifhoprick ; He faw, 
or fuppofed he faw a vifion of the holy Tri>- 
nity with Angels afcending and defcending 
by a ladder, neere to the which there was 
a faire Olive Tree fupporting a Crowne, and 
a voice faid let an Olive eftablifh the Crowne 
and let a King reftbre the Church. Of 
this dreame or vifion he took exceeding 
great comfort, and told it to divers of his 
friends, applying it to the King his matter 
in partj and feme part to himfelfe. To 
his Mr. beeaufe the Olive, being the Em- 
blem or Hieroglyphick of peace and plenty, 
feemed to him .to allude to King Henry the 
feventh, who w T as worthily counted the wifeft 
and moll peaceable King in all Europe of 
that age. To himfelfe (for the wifeft will 
flatter themfelves fometimes). beeaufe he 
was not onely a chiefe Councellor to this 
King, and had been his Arnbafladour to 

conclude 
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conclude a moft honourable peace with 
Charles the eighth, who paid (as HoUinJhci 
writeth) 745. Duckets, befides a yearely 
tribute of 25000 Crownes, but alfo he car- 
ried both the Olive and King in his name ; 
and therefore thought he was fpecially de~ 
figned for this Church work, to the ad- 
vancement of which he had an extraordi- 
nary inclination. Thus though (as St. 
Thomas of Aquin well noteth) all dreames be 
they never fo fenfible will be found to halt 
in feme part of their coherence ; and fo 
perhaps may this : yet mod certaine it is, 
for the time he was fo tranfported with this^ 
dreame, that he prefently. fet in hand with 
this Church (the mines whereof I rue to 
behold even in writing thefe Lines) and at 
the weft end thereof he caufed a reprefen- 
tation to be graved of this Vifion of the 
Trinity, the Angels and the Ladder, and 
on the North fide the Olive and Crowne 
with certaine French words (which I could 
not read) but in Englifti is this verfe taken 
out of the Booke of Judges, chap. 9. 

Tress 
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Trees going fo chuft their King, 
Smd be to us the Olive King. 

AH which is fc curioufly cut and carved, 
as in the Weft part of England is no better 
"works then in tht Weft part of this poore 
Church, and to make the credit of all this* 
more authenticke, he added this word to h, 
Dcforfum eft, it is from high. Thus much: 
the (tones and waits (though dumb wit- 
nefles yet credible) doe plainly telUfie* 
But m the midft of all this Jollity having 
made ft> faire a begifintngto his owne great 
content, and "no leflfe to the Kings, who 
came into this country at that time, ami 
lay at the Deane of Wdis his houfe nine 
days ; I fey m all this joy and comfort, that 
hapned the Kings Primogenitus, the Noble 
Prince Arthur, having lately before married 
a great Infanta of Spaine to depart this 
life. This fo daunted the heart and hopes 
of this good Biihop, that he doubled now 
his Vifion would prove but an illufion, that 
his Oliva would be but an OUafter, which 

inelan- 
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melancholy thoughts were increaft in him 
by the prediftions as I touched before of 
fome /wizards (to which kind of men that 
age was much affiled) concerning the 
new Prince who was after Henry the eighth, 
of his inceftuous marriage, of the decay of 
his ofF-fpring, that he ihouid pull down 
what the Kings had builded, which no mar- 
veil if the Bifliop being by Sirname a King 
miftrufted to pertaine alio to his buildings. , 
J heard by one Flower of Philips Norton, 
who faid he faw Henry the feventh in this 
-country,' that the Bifhop would wifh he had 
paid above the price of it, fo it might have 
been Jiniflied, for if he ended it not, it 
would be pulled downe e'ere it were per- 
fe&ed. As for the latter prediftions or 
rather poftfi&ions (fince this Bifhops death) 
I willingly omit concerning the Succeffors 
of this Bifliop, , as things worthier to be 
contemned then condemned, written by 
Cole-prophets, upon whited walls, which 
the Italian calls the paper of fooles. Mura 
bianco tharta di malto, of which fort many 

have 
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have beeiie made as well by our owne Cotan- 
trymcftas others; but the beft I remem- 
ber was this written by an- Englifh ge»de>- 
fnea fince the thjee and fortieth yeere of 
Queen Elizabeth on the Church wall with a 
Charcots.

But to proceed m this fad ftory, and 
leave thU pleafant poetry, to purfue truth* 

and 
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awi'efchttefififebns to unbrace reafoti and, 
refu& time, it ifejmoft apparent that aftcfr the 
death of this O/wfrJfiwg-, his SucceflbteCaitfc- 
nall Adrian, Cardinall Wodfcy, Bilhop Clarke* 
and Bifhop Might, att fucceeded in fivi and 
thirty yeeres, of which the firft fcwo were fup- 
pofed to poyfoh thetnfelves, die third to be 
poyfoned by others, the laft furvivcd to fee 
=the death, or at leaft the deadly wound of this 
Church ; for white the builders were ready 
to have finHht h, the deftroyers came to 
demolifh it ; yet to give the Devil! his right 
(as the Proverb is) it is faid that the Com- 
miffioners in reverence and compaffion of 
the place, did fo far ftrain their Coramiffion, 
that they offered to fell the whole Church 
to the Town under 500 Marks. But the 
Townfmen fearing they might be thought to 
eouzenthe King, if they bought it fo cheap, 
or that it might after (as frfany ihings were) 
be found conccal'd, utterly refuted it; 
whereupon certain Merchants bought al4 
the glafle, iron, bells, and lead, of which 
lead alone was accounted for (« I have cref 

4ibly 
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dibly heard) 480 tun, worth at this day 
4800/. But what became of thefe fpoiles 
jtnd fpoylers,

For I may well fay, Nonpojfum quin ex- 
damcm. But in a word, foon after the fel- 
lers loft their heads, the buyers loft their 
goods, being laid up in the great Treafury 
of Antichri/t, I mean drowned in the Sea, 
from whence (as forae write) by the Devills 
power, he fhall recover all loft treafures 
for the maintaining of his unmeafurable 
guifts. Thus fpeedily it was pull'd down, 
but how flow it hath rifen again, I may 
blufti to write. Collections have been made 
all over England, with which the Chancel 
is covered with blew flate, and an Alms- 
houfe built ex abundantia, but the whole 
body of the Church ftands bare ex hwnili- 
UUc. The reft of the money never coming 

to 
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to the Townfinens hands, is laid up as I fup* 
pqfe with that money colle&ed for Pauls 
Steeple, which I leave to a melius inquiren- 
dum. And thus the Church lies ftill like 
the poore Traveller mentioned in the 10. . 
of Luke, fpoiled and wounded by theeves* 
The Priefts goby, the Levites go by, but do 
nothing. Onely a good Samaritan ,honeft 
M. Billet, (worthy to be billited in the new 
Jerufalem) hath powr'd fome Oyi in the 
wounds, and maintained it in life. In fo 
much as a wealthy Citizen of London, hath 
adventured to fet his Tomb there, whom 
I. commend more worthily then the Senate 
of Rome did thank Varro at his return from 
Cannas y quod defahttc reipublicoe non defperajfet; 
for it feems tjiis honeft Citizen did not de* 
fpaire of the reedifying this Church that 
gave order to be richly entomb'd therein, 
and thus much be faid of this laft Church 
of Bath.

Thus he, *nd foon after he tells 
fchat for his Marriage, he was deprived, and 
lived as a man banifht in German/. Here 
is fcas praife, here is his diipraife. If he 
were. deprived for a lawfull Aft, no marvel 
if he b<5 deprived for an unlawful ; fith theft 
ffty Attthour Compares his felicity, with that 
hi Ntobc,-! will alfo compare his misfortune 
tfith.Pctcui, making Ovids verfe to ferve 
rtiy turn in changing but a word or two.

The 
goodly Hall covered with Lead (becaufe 
the Roof might feem too low for lb large 
a Room) was uncovered, and now thia 
Roofe reaches to the fkie. The Chapel of 
our Lady late repaired by StiUington a place 
of great Reverence and antiquity, was like- 
wife defaced, and fuch was their third after 
Lead (I would they had drunk it fcalding) 
that they took the dead bodies of Bifhops 
out of their leaden Coffins, and caft abroad 
the Carcafes fcarce throughly putrified. 
The Statues of brafle, and all the ancient 
Monuments of Kings, benefe&ors to that 
goodly Cathedrall Church, went all the 
fame way, ibid as my Authour writes to an

thefe Images is a King crowned, the other 
is of a Bifliop mitred. This King m all 
proportions refembling H. 8. holdeth in his 
hand a child falling, the BHhop hath a Wo- 
man and Children about him. Now the 
old men of Wells had a tradition, that when 
there fhould be facb a King, and fuch a 
Bifliop, then the Church (hould be in dan? 

This falling child they fay 
was King Edward, the fruhfull Bifliop, they 
affirmed was Do&or Barlow, the ftrft maried 
Bifliop of WeUs, and perhaps of England* 
This talk being rife in WeUs in Queen Maries 
time, made him rather affe& Chichtfler at 
his return than Wells, where not oncly the 
things that were ruined, but thofe that 

remained 
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remained ferv'd for records and remem- 
brances of his (acriledge. 

Of Bifhop Thomas Godwin. 

Of ISilhop Gilhtrt Bourn I can add no* 
thing, and of the other Gilbert but a word, 
that he was a good Jufticer, as (aith the 
lame Author mjt quantenus homo uxorisctmjvgis 
importunitak mpidfus u vtri ac reSi tramite 
aberrant) faying that fometimes being ruled 
by his Wife, by her importunity he fwarved 
from the rule of juftice and fincerity, efpe* 
cially in perfecuting the kindred of Bourn 
hf$ predeceflbr.

♦But what ftile ihall I ufe to fet forth this 
ftill, whom well nigh thirty yeeres fince my 
reverent Tutor in Cambridge ftil'd by this 
name Divine Still, who when my felfe came 
tor him to fue for my grace to be Batchelour^ 
fir ft he examined 1 me ftridktly, and after an- 
fwered me kindly, that the grace he granted 
me was not of grace, but of merit, who was 
N often 
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taften content to grace hiy young exercifes 
With 'his Venerable prefence, who from that 
time to this hath given me fame helpes, 
more hopes, all encouragements in my beft 
ftudies. To whom I riever came but Lgrew 
triorfe religious, frotn whom I never went 
tut I parted better inftru&ed. Of him 
therefore iny acquaintance, my frierid, my 
inftruftor, and lkftly my Dtocafan, if I 
fpeake much, it Avere not to be marvelled, 
if I fj>eafce franckly, it is nbt tb be blamed, 
and though I fpea&e partially, it were -to 
Be pardoned, yet to keeptyithin ffty pnSporf* 
tion, cuftome, and promife, in all thefe I 
mud fay this of him, his breeding was from 
his childhood in good literature, and partly

the mate ; and not to in ft ft long in a matter 
fo notorious, it may fuffice that ajj>put 
treaty yeeres fince v/hen the great Dye$ 9$ 
jneetiag fffouid iiave pcc«c m QiTWSty &>* 
compofing matters in Religion, PQ$9f 
##/.was chofen for Cambridge^ and Do&of 
Jlumphrty for Oxford, to oppofe all copnner* 
for the defence of the Engtijh Church, fo? 
this his knowne fufficiency he was not long 
unfurnifh't of double honour. The Puri* 
tans in Cambridge wooed him, and woukj 
fain have wonne him to their part ; and fee* 
ingthey could not, they forbade not in thf 
Pulpit after their fafhion to glaunce at hig* 
N 2 " among 
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among others with their equivocations and 
epigrams. There was one Mr. Kay that of- 
fended them, and one faid in a Sermon, 
that of all complexions the worftneare 
fuch as were Kay- cold, and in the fame Ser- 
mon and the like vetnp he faid that forae 
could not be contented with a Irving worth 
100/. a year, another worth 120/. but Still 
will have more. But howfoever they fiiarl'd, 
this Still was counted worthy of more, fa 
as in the year 1592. being the 34. of the 
late Queen, he was prefer'd to this Sea 
after it had beene vacant well nigh three 
yeeres ; during the vacancy I can well re- 
member there was great enquiring who 
ftould have it, and as if all Bifhops fhould 
now be fworn to follow ufum Sarum, every 
man made reckoning that the Maftnour 
houfe and Park of Barnwell fhould be made 
a reward of fome Courtier, it encreaft alfo 
this fufpition that Sir Thomas Hennagc an old 
Courtier, and a zealous Puritan, was faid 
to have an ore in the matter, whofe con- 
fcience, if it were fuch in the Clergy, as 
that was found in the Dutchy, might weH 

have 
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bavedigefted a better Booty than Bmvdl. 
But when it was notified once who was 
named to it, \ had better conceit, and 
ftraight I wrot to him as ef old CtmkriilgA 
acquaintance, and in fuch nifty Latin as I 
If&ad left, gave him warning of this rumour, 
which he tooke exceeding kindly at, my 
hands, though fome others frowned on ms 
for it many months after. So that for hi* 
entry to it I may boldly lay that I fajd be* 
fore of his Predeceflor, that he came cLeer- 
ly to it without any touch or fcandall, that 
lie brought a good report from the places 
where, hp had lived, fhewed himfelfe well 
natured^nd courteous to the kindred of 
his Predecpffpr, had a farre greater famg 
of Learning;, apd Merit, and which the 
Queen liked heft of all, was fingte and a 
viddower. Nay I may compare them yet 
further, he married ajfo foone after he was 
fetled, and the Q^eene wa$ nothing well 
pleafed with his marriage. Uowbek in all 
^different cenfures this marriage was much 
more juftifiable then the other for age, for 
ufe, for end; he being not, too old, nor 
N 3 fhe 
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fce too young, being daughter to a worfhip- 
ful Knight of the fame Country and a great 
Houfe-keeper, and drawing with her a 
kinde of alliance with Judge Pepham that 
Iwayed all the temporal! government of the 
Country. ' Thefe refpefts though I will not 
ftrive gtf eatly to praife in a Bilhop, yet the, 
common fort will allow no doubt for wife 
and provident, fo as the Queenes difplea- 
fare (your times being fomewhat more pro- 
pitious and favourable to Bifhopricks fince 
Bifhop Wickhams Sermon) was the eafier 
pacified without fo coftly facrifice as a whole 
Mannour, and fhe contented her felfe one- 
ly to breake a jeft upon the name of the 
Bilhop, faying to Sir Henry BarcAUy, it 
was a dangerous name for a Bifhop to match 
with a Horner. Since which time he hath 
preached before her more then once, and 
hath received good Teftimontes of her good 
opinion, and God hath alfo bleft him many 
wayes very greatly to fee his children welt 
brought up, well beftowed, and to have an 
pnexpe&ed Revenue, out of the entrails 
of the Earth (I mean the Leaden Mines of 

• Mcndip 
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Mendip greater then his Predeceffor had 
above ground, fo as this BHhop feemes to 
be bleft with Jofephs bleffing, Bcnedi&ionibus 
call furfum, benediShonibus Abyjfi jacentis 
diorjum, bentdiRionibus uteris (3 vulvar, 
with bleffing from heaven above, blefling 
from the deepe that lyeth beneath, bleffings 
of the breads and of the wombe, with for- 
tunate increafe of living hapning to a provi- 
dent Man that was ever Homo frvgi, it is 
fuppofed hath brought him to a great abi- 
lity. In fo much that his Church of Bath 
feemes to conceive fome hope that he will 
have compaflion of her ruines at the leaft 
(as Sir Arthur Hopton a good Knight of the 
Bath was Wont between earneft and fport 
to motion unto ■ him to give toward it, but 
the Lead to cover it which would coft him 
nothing, but be would reply agairie, well 
faid gentle Sir Arthur, you will coffe'me 
as you fcoffe me, * which* is no great token 
that he liketh the motion. * Yet at his be - 
itig at Bath he promifed them very faire, 
which they are bound to remember him 
of fometime by their friends. - One trifling 

"•accident 
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Occident hapried to his Lordfhip there tha* 
I have thought of more confequence, and 
I tell him that I never knew him Jfon plujt 
in Argument" but there. There wa$ a> 
crafts man of Moth a Recu&nt Puritan whq 
condemning our Church, our Bi&ops, ou* 
Sacraments, our Prayer?, was condemned 
himfelfe to dye at the Affiles, but at my 
requeft Jtjdge Addition reprieved him, an4 
he wa& fuffercd to remain at B<uk upon 
Baiie. The $i(hop copfer'd with him in 
hope to convert him, and fiirft my Lord al-. 
tedged for the authority of the Church St* 
Augyflw; the Shoomaker anfwered Aujlii) 
was but a man, he produced for antiquity 
of Bilhops the fathers of the Counqell of 
l?ice $ he anfwered, they were alfc> but men* 
and might erre; why thep laid the Bifhop 
thou art but a man *nd mayeft and doeft 
erre. « No Sir, faith he, . the fpirit beares 
witneffe to my fpirit I am the Child of God; 
Alafie faith the Bifhop thy blinde Jpirit will 
lead thee to the Gallowes: If. I die faith 
he in the Lords caufe I (hall be a. Martyr. 
The Bilhop turning to. me ftirr'd as much 

to 
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to pitty ^s* impatience ; This man, faid he, 
is not a SheepC ftraycd from the fold, fbr 
fuch may be brought in againc on "the 
Shepheards fhoulders, but this is like a 
wild Buck broken out of a Parke, whole 
pale is throwne downe, that flies the farther 
off, the more he is bunted. Yet this man 
that ftopt his eares like the Adder, to the 
charmes of the Bifhop, was after perfwaded 
by a Lay-man, and grew comfortable ; but 
to draw to an end (in one queftion) this 
Biihop whom I count an oracle for learn- 
ing, would never yet give me fatisfa&ion, 
arid that was when I alkt him his Opinion of 
Pitches. He faith, he knoyes other mens 
opinions both old and new writers, but coukl 
never fo digeft them, to mate them an opi- 
nion of his owne. All I can get is this; 
that the Devill is the old Serpent, our ene- 
my that we pray to be delivered from daily; 
as willing to have us think he can doe fo 
much as to have us perfwaded he doth no- 
thing. To conclude of this Bifliop with- 
out flattery, I hold him a rare man for 
preaching, for arguing, for learning, for 

living; 
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living; I could onely wiflr, that in all thefe 
he would make fefife ufc of Logick, and 
more of RhetQrick.

in preferment of any man, but onety their

fer, where he was more honoured, if hot 
more beloved;, for "the courfe of his life; 
and caufe of his. death, I might in fom£ 
fort cdxnpare him to Bifhop Wavghan, late of 
Ltfodon, he grew fomewhat xorptrtentj and 
having been fick, and Biit newly recovered;

His Majefty having a jjjreat cfcl^re, to pre- 
fcr'Do&or Andrews, then Dean.of Wejlnifn- 
fter, madelpeciall choyceof him Wfucceeci 
him as well in the Bifhoprielc, as.the AlmQ- 
nerffiip, and I fuppofe if Henry the 3d Tiis 
Chaplain had been fo gdod'a Schollet, Tie 
had not been , refufed for Kis Learning. 
This Bilhop your Highhefle kjibweth fo we&* 
P 3 -and* 
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and have heard him fo oft, as k may be you 
thank it needlefs to hear more of him. But 
I will be bold to fay your Highneffe doth 
but half know him, for the venues that are 
not feen in him, are more and greater then 
thofe that are feen, I will . therefore play 
the blab fo far, that your! ILighnefle may 
know liim better. He was:bbrn in London, 
and trained up in the School of that fa- 
mous Mtdca/lcr, and for the fpeciall toward - 
jiefe was found in him in very young yeeres, 
he was not onely favoured, but had libcrall 
exhibition given him by a great Councellour 
of thofe times, as I fhall note hereafter. 
The courfe of his ftud£ was not as moft 
mens are in thefe times, to get a little fu- 
perficiall fight in Divinity, by reading two 
or three of the new writers, and firaight 
take Orders, and up into the Pulpit. Of 
which kind of men a Reverent Bifhop yet 
living, faid as properly as pleafantly, when 
one told of a young man that preached 
twice every Lords day, befide fome cxer- 
,cifing in the Week "day es, i: may be (faith 

he) 
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he) he doth talk fo often, but I doubt he 
doth aot preach. And to the like effeS 
the late Queen faid to the fame Bifhop, 
when (he had. on the Fryday heard one of 
thofe talking Preachers much commended 
to her by fome body, and the Sunday after 
heard a well labour d Sermon that fmek of 
the Candle, I pray faid flie, let *ne have 
yourbofom Sermofis, rather then your lip- 
Sermons ; for when the Preacher , takes 
pains, the Auditor takes profit. But to 
come to Doftor Andrews that gathered be* 
fore he did fpend, raiding both new Wri- 
ters, and old Writers, not as tailing but as 
difgefting them, and finding according to 
our Saviours faying. O t%\%m Xfnsolyos 
the old to be more profitable, at laft his 
fufficiency could be 110 longer conceal cL 
But as an induftrious Marchant that fe- 
cretly and diligently follows his Trade with 
final! fhowe, till his wealth being grown fo 
great, it cau be no longer hidden; i$ then 
caH'd on for Subfidies and Loans, and pub- 
Uque Services : fo did this mans excellen- 
cies 
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gies fud^enly break forth. Hfe Patron that 
ftudied projfc&s of policy, as much ate pre-» 
<5epts 6f piefy, hekfing of bis forofc, anil 
ttie&tnhg to make ufe thereof, fent for him 
(as I have erfe'diMy hfeafd) and deah ear* 
fieftfy %kh hifc, to hold tip a fide that wa* 
tven ttfeh felfrhg, ancl to maintain certain 
ftAte points of PuHtabifffle. But he had 
tG6 ftrtidi of the «fcJj»©? in him to be ftar'tl 
#Uh : a ©cmncellours froWn, or blown afideS 
With his brfeath, ahfwered him plainly, they 
tfere iriGt ortely againii his Learning, but 
hU • Cdflftience. lite Cbttwcellour feeing 
fBis Wiian ivodld bt ho F*yfcr< Pinkie (to be 
fitoghi ift a Clolet tvliat he fhouhi fay at 
Ptutis) difmift him with.fome difdain for the 
tte'j but afterward did the moire reve- 
rence his integrity and bonefty, and Be- 
cahie iio hinderer to his ehfuing prefer* 
merits. Of thefe one was Prebend in Pdnts, 
belonging to him, they call the Cohfeflbr 
or Confefiioner, a place rtotonoiiftyabofed 
in time of P6pery by their tyranny and fu- 
perftition; bkt now ot late by ato'hrrary 

extream 
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extream too much forgotten and negle&fed : 
while he held this place, his manner was, 
efp<?cially in Lent time, Jo walk duly at 
certain hours, in one of the lies gf the 
Church, that if any came to him for fpirir 
tuall advice and comfort, . as feme did,, 
though not many, he might impart it to 
them. This Cuftom being agreeable to 
Scripture, and Fathers, exprefled and re- 
paired in a fort in the Communion. Book, 
not repugning the 39 Articles, and no lefle 
approved by Calvin in his Inftitutibns, yet 
was quarrel'dwith by divers (upon occaiioh 
of fome Sermons of his) as a point of Pa- 
pery. The like fcaridall was taken of fome f 
though not given by him, for his reverent 
fpeaking of the higheft Myftery of our 
Faith and heavenly food the Lords Supper^ 
which fome are fo ftifFe in dieiu knees, or 
rather in their hearts, that they hold it Ido- 
latry to receive that kneeling. But what- 
foever fuch barked at, he ever kept one 
tenor of life and Do&rine Exemplar and 
unreproveablc. ' . ■ -.

confederate Princes to make that great 
peace which his bleffed word Beati Pacifici 
feemeth to promife, I mean the ending of 
this greax^Schrfeie m the Chttrch tof God; 
procured as much by ambition, as by fuper- 
ftitioh^ This reverent Prelate ,tf ill <bfe found 
one of the ableft, not of England onely, 
but of Europe, to let the courfe for com- 
pofjng the controverfies, which I fpeak 
riot to a3d reputation to his fufficiehcy fey 
my judgement ; but rather to win credit to 
my judgement by his fufficiency. And 
whereas I know Tome that have known him 
• •. ' fo 
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fo long as I have, yet have heard and be- 
lieve no leffe of his Learning then I fpeak, 
find fault that he is not' fo- apt to deliver his 
refolution upon every queftion moved as 
they could wilh, who if they be not quickly, 
refolved of that they afee, will quickly re- 
fclye not to care fey it.

THIS Biftioprick having been noted in 
Henry the 3d his time, to have been 
one of the pooreft of England, hath I fup- 
pofe the iefs been impoverished in the, 

fpoyling 
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fpoyling times. The grand fpoylers beings 
of the minde of fotne TaylQrs, that when 
theif allowance of ftuffe was jnoft fcapt, 
tjhey wqu14 make the Garment the Larger, 
jfyis City )ii thefe laft 100 yeeres, hath had 
14 Bifhops, .of which one was a Cardinal!, 
two were £rch-£ifliops, and I take it but 
one hatlj dyed Bi/h<$„ and that was the laflj 
before this wh^fe Name was Youngs but 
lived to be very old, and defired not to re- 
move. His Succeffour Doftor Barlow is one 
of the younge ft in age, but one of the 
rfpeflrtn 'Learning of all his Predeceflbrs, 
fince Bifliop Fi/her that had ill luck with 
his Learning, to die upon Towtr-HiU. 
There are fo many printed teftimonies of 
his fdfficiericy, as I need fay the lefle of it ; 
but it is like he fhall not abide there long. 
Of alljhisr jSqjrn><^ns he preached before 
Queen Elizabeth, which were many, and 
very goQd. One that fhe liked exceed* 
iiig^vyas qF ,'the Plough, of which (he faic^ 
Barlows Text might feem take# from the? 
C^rt, but jus talk may t^ach you all in the 
djdurt. * He made a Sermon not long after 
Q that 
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that at Ptfub, which men, especially Puri« 
tans, did much miflike, and for that caufe 
call it (alledging to his name) the Barley 
Loaf, 1 not marking how much honour they 
give it in their fcorn, by example, both of 
the eld Teftament and new. ' In the old 
Teftament, the Barley Loaf fignlfied. Ge- 
deons fword, ordained to deftrby the wicked. 
In the new by the bleffing of our Saviour, 
that fed more thoufands of honeft men then 
this offended.

Strumpets, then for chafte Matrons 
But the graver apd n>pre , Orthodox wfere

OF this ancient Bifhoprick or rather 
f Archbiftioprick of St. Davids (as the 
old true firmans doe call it) in latter called 
Menevia, and the B jfhop Mcnevenji>, I was 
told of an old indulgence granted by Cahx- 
(us the fecond, of a very fpeciall note, af- 
cribing thereby great holineffe to this place, 
viz. that two pilgrimages to Sft. Davids fhould 
R2 be 
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be equal in merit to one to- Rome, exprefled 
fince for brevities fake by forae Fryer in a 
ryming verfe, Rmna Jimtl quantum, Bis dot 
Mencvia tantum. This place hath yielded 
many excellent Bifhops, as well for good 
Learning as good Life, and for abftinence 
miraculous, if we believe ftories that 33 Bi- 
fliops facceflxvely did eat no flefh. I cai* 
adde little of the Bifhops fave of him that 
now lives whom if I knew not, yet by* his 
Looke I (hould guefle to be a grave and 
auftere man, even like St. David himfelfe, 
but knowing him as I doe, he was in more 
poffibility to have proved like to Su. John 
Baptiji in my opinion. There is almoft 
none that waited in Queen Elizabeths Court 
and obferved any thing, but can tell, that 
it pleafed her very much to feeme, to be 
thought, and to be told that ihee looked 
young. The Majefty and gravity of a 
Scepter borne 44. yeeres could not alter 
that nature of a woman in her : This not- 
withftanding this good Bifhop being ap« 
pointed to preach before her in the Lent 
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of the yeere 1596, the Court then lying at 
Richmond, wifhing in a godly zeale as well 
Tbecame him, that (he {hould think fome- 
time of Mortality, being then 63. yeeres 
of age, he tooke this text fit for that pur- 
pofe out of the Pialms, Pfalm. go. ver. 1 *. 
€> teach us to number our dayes\ that we may 
incline our heart unto wiftdome, which Text 
,he handled fb well, fo learnedly, and fo 
refpeSively, as I dare undertake and fo 
fhould I if I liad not been fomewhat better 
acquainted with the humour, that it would 
have well pleafed her, or at leaft no way 
offended her. But when he had fpokeh a 
while of fome facred and myfticall numbers, 
as three for the Trinity, three times three 
for the heavenly Hierarchy^ feven for the 
Sabbath, and feven times feveh for a Ju- , 
bile ; and laftly (I doe not deliver it fo 
handfomely as he brought it in) feven times 
nine fox the grand Clima&ericall yeere; 
fee perceiving whereto it tended began to 
be troubled with it. The Bifhop difcover- 
ing all was not well, for the Pulpit ftands 
R 3 there 
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there Vis a vis touhe Cibfet, he fell to Tre'ar 
of fome more plaufible numbers* as of the 
number 666. making Latinus with which fie 
faid he could prove the Pope to Be Anti- 
chriff alfo, of the fatall number of 88. which 
being fo long before fpoken of for a dkn- 
gerous yeere, yet it hath pleafed God that 
yeere not only to preferve her but to give 
her a famous viQiory, againft the united 
Forces of Rome and Spaine; and fohe faid 
there was no doubt but fhe fhould paffe this 
yeere alfo and many more, if flie would in 
her Meditations and' Soliloquies with Gocf, 
as he doubted not fhe often did, and would* 
fay thus and thus. So making indeed all 
excellent prayer by way of ' Projbpopeia in 
her Majefties perfon acknowledging Gods 
great graces and benefits and praying de- 
voutly for the continuance of them, but 
withall interlarding it with Ibms paflages of 
Scripture that touch the infirmities of age ; 
as that of Ecclefiajles 12. When the Grynders 
Jhatt be few in number, and they wax darke. 
that lookc out of the xvindoxves, £fr. and the 

s Daughters 
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3augfUersofjingingJkallbe abaft£: and more 
to like purpofe, he concluded his Sermon. 
The Queen as the manner was opened the 
window, but fhe was fo farre from giving 
Him thanks or good countenance, that (lie 
(aid plainly he fliould have kept his Arith- 
metick for himfelfe, But I fee, faid fhe, the 
greateft Clerks are not tfie wifeft men, and 
fo went away for the time difcontented. 
The Lord Keeper Puckering though reve- 
rencing the man mtuch in his particular, yet 
for the prefent to aflwage the Queens dif- 
pleafure, commanded' him to keep his houfe 
for a time, which he did. But of a truth 
her Majefty (hewed no ill nature in this, for 
within three days after Qie was not on. ly dif- 
pfeafed at his reftraint, but in my hearing 
rebuked a Lady yet living for fpeaking 
fcarnefully of him and liis Setmon.

and then to Sir James Crofts to read, and 
both protetyed bona Jide that they could 
pot, yet ttye Queen her felfe did find out 
tlje .Ppefie, t and made her felfe jnerry wiffc 
tUe {landers by upon it ; and thus much for 
£t. JDayjds. Yet I have been told of a 
.ftrange jftory of a huge waight and bignefs 
that, hath a .pretty quality, namely, that with 
o^e fipger you may ftirit, yet twenty yoke 
pf\Oxen cannot rqmoye it; but I rather 
think it is miftaken, for the ftone Mr. 
Cqwbden writes of is neere Penfance in your 
Country , of Cornwall, called Mam . amber, 
pf which he writes page 136., hath the very 
like quality. .

IT is doubtleffe a wonderfulf antiquity 
that my Authour produceth of Landaff, 
that it profeffed Chriftianity, and had a 
Church for Chriftian Religion in the yeere 
of our Lord 180. But alas, for a man to 
boaft of great Nobility, and 5 goe in ragged, 
clothes, and a Church to be praifed for 
great antiquity, and make ruinous fhowes, 
Is in mine opinion according to the vulgar 
proverbe, a great boaft, and a fmall roafi. 
But by this Authors relation it appeares, 
this roaft was fb marred by an ill Cooke, 
as by a worfe Kitchen ; for in the yeere 
1545. being the 37 yeere of Henry the 
eighth, Doftor Kitchen being made of art 
idle Abbot, a bufie Bifhop, and wadfrig 
through tliofe hazardous times that enfued

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till the firft yeere of Queen Elizabeth, to 
feve him felfe was content to fpoile his Bi- 
flioprick ; Satan having in thofe dayes more 
care to fift the Bifhopricks then thp Biftiops, 
elfe how was it poffible for a man of that 
rancjce to fipg, folate 4^!*^ W^?W * ovwn 
four times in fourteen yeeres, and never 
N fing put of tupe, if he had. not Ioy'd the 
Kitchen better then the Chjarcfr. Howbe.it, 
though he might feeme for n?me fake to 
fjayour the Kitchen, yet in fpoylipg- that 
Sea hee was as little friend tp the Kitchen 
as the reft, fpoyling the woods a^nd good 
proyifipos that fhould have wai;m # d it, which 
gave oqcafipn to Doflor Balbington, now 
B r ifl|9P pf V^prcefier, to call it Ajjih without 
Land, and Do6lor f Morgan after to. remove 
to Spirit 4Jfypfy> fyom thencp not for nartje 
fake, but for his pwne name fake, that is 
Morc-gaine: At what time the prefent Bi- 
(hop I now fpeake of, being then Sub- 
/f Pe^ne of Exeter, Doftor Francis Godwin, 
paying that yeere newly publifhed this 
yrprke,. fhe gave him prefeptly this Bifhop- 

rick, 
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rick, not full two moneths vacant, aha 
would as willingly liave given Klin a much 
better in Her own di (petition, as inky Well 
appeare in that lhe v gave E$o£lor "Cooper the 
JBifhoprick of Lineolnt, bnely for making a 
Di&io'nary, or rather tut for mending that 
which Sir TEoinas Eliot l had made hefote.. 
Of this ^ifhop therefore I may fpeake 
ipapngly, yea, rather fpare alltpfeech, con- 
tiering that every leafe of his worthy 
wbrke, is a fu&cient teftiinohy of his vef- 
tuous minde, linfatigaBle iriduftry, arid m- 
■nnite reading ; for cv<en a"s we fee com- 
monly, thofe gentlemen that are weU'He- 
fcended, and better bred, are moft careful 
,to preferve the true memory and pedigree 
,of their Aricellbrs, which the bafe arid ig- 
norant, becaufe'they could not cohferve, 
will feeihe to condemne: So'this worthv 
Biihop, collecting fo diligently, and relat- 
ing fo faithfully the fucceflibn and 'lives of 
to many of bur Chriftian nibft reverlendBi- 
ffiops in former ages, # doth prove himfelfe 
more by fpirituall, then carnall *birth A to 

come 
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come of thofe Anceftors, of .whom it was 
Jong before prqphecyed by the princely 
Prophet, Inftead of thy fathers, thou Jhalt 
have Children whom (hou Jhalt make Princes in 
all places Though the policy of thefe lat- 
ter times hath fought to make pur Fathers 
all but Children, and younger brothers (as 
they fay) and to difinherit them of their pa- 
trimonie ; he deferveth therefore a pen 
much better then mine, .and equall to his 
(Own, to doe th&t for hi$i he hath done for 
others. Before his going to Ejceter, I had 
fome acquaintance with him, and have heard 
him preach more then once at our Affizes 
and elfe where, his manner was to befharpe 
againft the Vices moft abounding in that 
time, Sacriledge, Symony, contempt of 
God in his Minifters, and want of Charity. 
Amongft .other of his Sermons, preaching 
once of Dives and Lazarus, he faid that 
, though the Scriptures had. not expreffed 
plainly who Dives was, yet by his clothes 
,and his face he might be bold to affirms, 
he was at the leaft a Juliice of Peace, and 

perhaps 
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perhaps of Oyer and Terminer too. This 
fpeech was fo ill taken by fome guilty con- 
tinence, that a great matter was infore'd to 
be made of it, that it was a dangerous and 
feditious fpeech; and why? forfooth be- 
caufe it was a deare yeere ; but fee how a 
mans enemies fometimes doe him as much 
good as his friends: their fond accufation 
and his difcreet juftification made him both 
better known, and more refpe&ed by them 
that were able to doe him mod good. 
Since this he hath lived in fo remote places 
from my occafions, firft at Exeter, and then 
beyond fea m Wales, that I am become ai- 
moft a ftranger to his perfon, but yet 'I am 
growne better acquainted with his writings 
both in Latine and Englifh, and namely 
by this his Catalogue, which having read 
firft with great contentment to my felf; I 
have fince for your HighnefTe pleafure pe- 
rufed again, and prefumed to adde fome 
notes, and a table, by way of Alphabet, 
for the more readie finding of moft memo- 
rable matters, befide a fupply of fuch as 
were in his edition wanting ; of whom find- 
S ing 
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inghimfelfe to be one, that comming in fa 
worthily was unworthy to be left out. I give 
him here in his due place his more 4ue com- 
inundation, which if I fhould fortune upon 
fome envie to have fbrborn, or upon judge- 
ment to have omitted, as a praife needlefle 
where the whole worke is his praife, he 
might worthily have (aid as much of me, as 
I wrote of a certaine Poetafter fome yeeres 
paft, whp left me out of the bead-roul of 
fome riming paper blotters that he call'd 
Poets* 

Of Poets Balbus reckoning up a rablc, 
doth hoafi he makes their names more honour- 
able 3 
And nere vouchfafcng me to name at all, 

he/aits he knows he grieved me to the gall. 
I galled ? Jimple Joule ; no, thou art gulled

ARCH-BISHOPS of YORKE, 

And FIRST of 
Do&or THOMAS YOUNG. 

CONCERNING the Arch-biftiops of 
Yorie that have been in the fonneT 
ages, whofe lives are particularly related 
by this Author, it feemes to me a mat* 
ter worthy fome note, that there have 
beene of them, for devotion and pietie* 
as holy, for blood and nobilitie, as high, 
of wealth and ability as huge, as any not 
S 2 onely 
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onely of England but of Europe. Now 
that every age may have his excellency, I 
will fay this of our age, I meane for fome 
fifty yeeres paft in which there hath beene 
feyen Arch-bifhops of Yorkc, that thefe 
have beenc as excellent in courage, in learn- 
ing, and. eloquence; for Doftor Nicholas 
Heath whom her late Majefty found both 
Arch-bifhop and Chancellor (though flie 
did take or rather receive both from him) 
yet did fhe ever gratefully acknowledge 
both his courage and fidelity Ihow'd in her 
caufe, and ufed no man of his religion fo 
gracioufly. Of Arch-bifhop Grindalt I 
have fpoken before, and in his due place 
given him his due praife ; now I am to adde 
a word or two of Arch-bifhop Young, that 
in the third yeere of Queen Elizabeth was 
made Arch-bifhop. He was firft Bifhop of 
Saint Davids, and either next or very foon 
after Bifhop Farrar, who among other ar- 
ticles that were alleaged againft him, had 
one that I thinke was never alleaged againft 
Clergy-man or Lay-man before, and that 
was for riding on a Scottifh faddle ; but this 

Bifhop 
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Bifhop walked morer warily then that feifhop 
did ride, fo as this came to livfe in a ft&te 
When t'other died at a ftake : and hoW great 
fcever his honour was in beihg both Arch- 
bifliop ahd Prefiderit, he left one pfefident 
that too many arfe apt to follow, whlfeh WaS 
the pulling downe of a goodly Hfell, for 
the greedinefle of the Lead that covered it. 
Phitmbi fceda fames. A drbffie defire irid 
unworthy pari, with which he ftaihed the 
reptrtation of learning and religion, that 
was before afcribed to him, and although by 
toeanes of fome great friend this was Ieffe 
fpoken of in his life time theft after, yet if 
I have beene rightly informed, feven by that 
he was made no great gainer. Trtie it &,* 
he purchafed great things of the £arle of 
ArundcB, and how his heires thrive with Jt, 
I doe not heare, but there is a perilous 
verfe, De male qucefitis vix gaudtt tettius kcerts. 
For my owne part I muft confelfe, that 
where I finde that fame deftroyiiig ahd re- 
viving fpirit, that in the Apocalyps is named 
in Hebrew Abaddon, and founds in my En- 
glilh eare and heart, a bad one, I fufpeft 
S 3 there 
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there is little true vertue or godlinefle har- 
bour'd in that breaft. But if he were finely 
beguiled of all this Lead by his great friend 
that would be bold with him, I imagine that 
none that heares it will much lament it ; at 
a venture, 1 will tell yout Highneffe the 
tale that I heard, from as good a man as I 
tell it of, onely becaufe he named not the 
parties, I cannot precifely affirme it was 
this man, but I dare affirme this man was 
as worthy of it. A great Lord in the Court 
in thofe daies fent to a great Prelate in the 
North to borrow toooli. of him : The Pre- 
late proteftedon his faith (I think not a juf- ' 
tifying faith) that he was not able to doe it r 
but if he were he would be very willing, 
acknowledging, great favours of the faid 
Lord, and fending fome prefent enough 
perhaps to pay for the ufe of loooli. ^The 
noble man that had a good efpyall both 
North and South, hearing of a certaine 
Ship loaden with lead, belonging to this 
Prelate, that came to be fold at London, 
even as it came to land, fends for tfce Pre- 
lates Agent, fhows him his Lords Letter

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and Proteftation under his hand, proves the 
ability demonftrable by the Lead, and fa 
by treaty or terrour, or treachery of the 
fervant, made him betray his Matter for 
loooli*

As thofe that faile from Flanders or Ire* 
land, to London ox Brijlott, being paft the 
tempeftuous and broken feas, and now in 
fight of the Harbour, yet even their fear 
to mifcarry fometime by miftaking the 
Channell, are oft fo perplext, as one bids 
to fet faile againe, another advifes to caft 
Anchor ; fo is it now with me, drawing to- 
ward the end of this my fhort and volun- 
tary voyage : I remember a (hip of London 
once that having paft the Goodwin Sands very 
fafe, and fayling on ^this fide Black-wall to 
come up to Ratdiefe, ftruck on the black 
Rock at the point below Greenwich, and 
was almoft caft away. I have, as your 
Highneffe fees, paft already the Godwins, 
if I can as well pafle ovct this Edwin Sands, 

I will 
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I will goe roamer of Grctrmith Rock, not 
forgetting to vaile as becomes me in parting 
by, and if the fpring Tide ferve, come to 
Anchor about Richmond. Fotf I am efttring 
now to write of an Arch-bifhop, who though 
he dyed twenty yeeres fince in that Anna 
mirabili of 88. yet he lives ftill in his off- 
fpring, having a fonne of his name that 
both fpeakes and writes admirably, whofe 
profeffion, though it be not of Religion as 
his fadSers was, yet never did his fathers 
preaching fhew better what to follow, then 
his writings fhew what to fhun ; if my pen 
therefore ihouid wrong his father, his pen 
no leffe might wrong me. I muft appeale 
therefore for my juftification irtthis point to 
the raoft indifferent cenfurefs, and to 
yours efpeciafly fwfcet Prince, for whofe 
fake I write ; for if I fhould let pafle a mat- 
ter fo notorious as that of this Archbifhop of 
Yorkt and Sir Robert Slapleton, it were fo 
willfull an omiffion as every one might ac- 
cufe me of; and if I fhould fpeake of either 
partially and againft my owne confcieitf e 
and knowledge, I fhould much more accufe 

my 
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my felfe. Here then is the Scylla and Ca- 
rybdis that I faile betweene, and if I faile 
of my right courfe, I (hall be driven to fay 
as a lilly preacher did upon an unlike 00 
cafion, and much lefle to his purpofe when 
he hapned unawares to have a more learned 
Auditory then he expeSfced.

But the Story that I make this long in- 
troduftion unto is ftiortly this. About 25. 
yeeres fince there was great kindnefle, and 
had long continued between Archbifhop 
Sands and Sir Robert Stapleton a Knight of 
Yorkejhire, whom your Highneffe hath often 
feen, who in thofe dayes for a man well fpo- 
ken, properly feen in Languages, a comely 
and goodly Perfonage, hadfcant an equall, 
and (except Sir Philip Sidney) no fuperiour 
in England : for which Reafons the Arch- 
bifhop of all his Neighbours and Countrey- 
men, did make a Ipeciall account of him. 
About the yeere 83 . alfo he was High-She- 
rifFe of Yorkejhire, and met the Judges with

feveh fcore men in futable Liveries, and 
being at this time likewife a Widdower, he 
wooed and won, and wedded foon after, 
one of the beft reputed Widdows in the 
Weft of England. In this felicity he foiled 
with full fails, but fomewhat too high, and 
no leffe the Arch-bi&op m- like profperity 
of wealth, and friends and Children, yet 
feeming above all, to joy in the friendfhi^ 
of this Knight, who anfwered in all gQod 
correspondence, not onely of outward 
complement, but toward comfort ; but well

. Thfefe two fo friendly Neighbours and 
Coftforts fwimming in this Calm 6f con- 
tent, at laft hapncd to fall foul ane on ano- 
ther 
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ther by this occ^fion. The Knight in his 
great good fortunes, having as great defigos 
apiong other things, had laid the founda- 
tion of a fair houfe", or rather Palace, the 
model whereof he had brought out of Italy., 
which houfe he intended to name Stapktqns 
Stay ; and for that caufe he invited the 
Arch-bifliop in good kindnefs tofes it, aCT~~ 
requefted him for the more credit, &®d as 
it were, blefling tp the houfe, that his grace 
would give it the fcrefaid name. But when 
the Arch-biihop had fully beheld ic, and in 
his Judgement found it fitter for a Lord 
Treafurer of England, then for a Knight of 
Yvrktjhirt. He feid to him, would you 
have me call this intended Houfe StapUtons 
Stay. Nay rather let me fay to you, ftay 
Stapltton; for if you go forward to fet up . 
this Houfe, it will pull you down. How 
often a man lofes^,|r^nd- with a jeft, and 
how grievous it is^^^^s vanity to be 
croft in the humour. This fpeech of my 

uttered faitbluUy, and apfjyed even fatherly 
unto him, he took in fo'deep diidain and 

defpite 
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defpite, that howfoever he fmothered it for 
the prefent, from that time forward he fought 
a mean to revenge it. And wanting nei- 
ther wit to devife, nor courage to execute 
his defign, he found out, or at leaft he fup- 
pofed he had found a ftratagem, not onely 
to wreak this fcortf on the good Bifhop that 
miftrufted nothing, but alfo to make the 
old mans purfe pay for the finifliing of the 
new houfe. He acquaints him with an Offi- 
cer in my Lords houfe, fome maiecontent 
that had been denyed a Leafe. Thefe two

Nigbt-gown, takes them in bed together 
with no fmall exclamation. The .Knight 
that a&ed his pari with mod art, and leaft 
fufpitioh, takes great pains to pacifie the 
Hoaft, conjures all that were admitted to 
fecrefie and filence, and fending all to their 
Lodgings without tumult, alketh of my 
Lordhow this came to paffe. The Bifhop 
tells him with a great Proteftation, that he 
was betrayed by his man and his Hoaft, 
little fufpe&ing the Knight to be of the 
Qwrwfo. The Knight fooths him in all he 
faid, condoles the great mifchance, is Iqr- 
rowfull for the danger, and carefull for the 
honour of the BUhqp, and fpecially' the

Hpwbeit tiiis gentleman never met witfr 
fbdh a difgrace by fivch company as the Par* 
fbti of Limmington had, whom out Couo* 
treynum Sir Amies Pmslzl about a Hmmfcen 
fray fet in the Stocks, s^d yet after lie 
proved both Arch-hifhop of Yevkt, and 
one of the greateft CanAmals of Ghriften-^ 
dam* Neither do I bring ttcfe examples 
to leflfen this fauk, as if I ware t* teave fame 
afperfion hereof upon him, unypurpofc is 
nothing leffe, for I am rathe* joI that Gen*. 
ffomans mind, that having hy Fatherly kw

oiiely the uncertainly of fucceJEon gave 
hopes to Forreiner* to attempt frefli invafions 
and breed feares in mafry of hpr Subjefts 
of a new Conqqetl, the onely way then 
faid he that is in pollicy left to quale thof^ 
hopes and to aflwage thefe feares wei*e to 
eftablifii the fiicceflion. He noted that 
Nero WgsTpecially hated for wiffting to have 
no Succeffor, that even Augitftus was the 
worfe beloved for appointing ap ill man to 
his Succeffor, and at lift infinuating as farre 
as he durft the neernefle of tffoud of our 
jlrefent Soveraigne, he faid 'plainly, that 
the expectations fcfid prefages of all writers 
went Northward, naming without any cir- 
cumlocution Scotland, which (kid he, if it 
jJrove ?m erronr, yet will it be ibuHd a 
learned ereour. When he had finifhed this 
Sermon there was no man thgt knew Queen 
Elizabeths diJpofjttion, but imagined that 
U fiicH 
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fuch a fpeech was as welcome as fait to the 
eyes, or to ufe her own word to pin up .her 
winding fheet before her face, (o to point 
out her Succeflbur and urge her to declare 
him, wherefore we ail expend* that {he 
would not /onely have been highly offended, 
but in fomp prefent fpeech have fhewed her 
difpleafure. It is a principle not to be de-

Yet 
this kind of pleafefltnefs that I repeat aa 
one of his prayfes, hhnfelfe wilt moft feri- 
oufly check in himfeHfe, fometime as Ms 
fault and i nfirmi ty, which he confefles he is 
inforced to ufe, fometime as a recreation 
of his wfearied fpirits, after more painfull 
and ferious ftudies, and though in thefe con- 
ceits, the wit might feem to labour, as 
much as in thefe graved, and had need to 
carry as k were, a good bent to fend them 
fo fmartly as they come from him ordina- 
rily : yet methinks it may be fitly compared 
to & bow that wUl endure bending the con- 
trary way, and thereby eome to caft the 
better in his right bent, or by a more homely 
comparifon, to a true and tough Labourer 
in our Gountrey, that having fweat at hard 
labour all the week, afketh no better re- 
frefhing, then to fweat as feft with dancing 
about the May-pole, or running at Bafe, 
or wreftling upon the Holiday. Where- 
fore let himfelf call it his fault, as I have 
heard him oft, and fay he knows fuch nu- 
X gacity 
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gacity becomes not . his place, and lament 
that nature and cuftome have fo fram'd 
him, that when he ceafes to be pleafant at 
his meat, he mull ceafe to be ; for my part, 
I fpeak frankly, I will love this fault in him, 
if it be a fault, and be glad if I can follow 
it, having learnt an old rule of my mother

. Or, as upon no like occafion, I wrote ten 
yeerea fince to Dr. Eedes. 

Though Momw tope mens line sand lives tofcanne, 
He faith he thinks me no difhonefl man ;

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But if any will be fo Stoicall as to .make 
this confeffion of my.

It may feem pity that a man of fo fweet 
and milde difpofition fhould have any croffe, 
but he that fends them knowes what is %>eft 
for his. He hath had one great domeflicali 
croffe, though he hearts it wifely, not in 
his wife, for fhe is the beft reported and re* 

puted 
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puted of her fort I thinke in England, and 
they live together by St. Pauls rule. Utantes 
hocfeculo. 

But I mean fucha croffe as David had 
in his fonne Abfalom, for though he gave 
both confent and commiffion to profecute 
him, yet nature overcame difpleafure, and 
forced him to cry, Abfalom my fonne, my fonne, 
I would I might faff er for thee or in thyflead 
my fonne, my fonne l For indeed this fonne 
of his whom he and his friends gatfe over, 
for loft, yea worfe then loft, was likely for 
learning, for memory, for fharpnefTe of 
wit, and fyeetnefTe of behaviour to have 
proved another Thoby Matthew, neither is 
his cafe To defperate/ but that if he would 
belief Matthew better then Thoby, I w6uld- 
thinke yet there were hope to reclaime' 
him.

and too cold for Winter, yet tiled h$ U> 
conferre fometiraes with Pbilofpphers, ihk} 
have the choyfeft of them and give tbefti 
honourable entertainment, which honour at 
laft . bred him this commodity, that lofing 
his Crowne hee learned to beare poverty 
not onely without difmay but with fome dif- 

port. 
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port. The lik* J may fay of a late great 
Earle of thie Reahne, Sonne of a great 
Duke, whothoagh be made no great con* 
fcience to fpoyle the Church livings no 
more then did his father, yet for his reputa- 
tion and perhaps for his recreation, he 
* would have fame choyce ;a»d exceHent men 
for his Chaplains of both Universities, a* 
Do#or ThohyMrtthm, now Arcb-biftiop of 
York, DoSor Jokn Still&ifhoQ of Math and 
Wdh, and thi^ Prelate that I am now to 
fp$ake of Dofitor Jwm then Deane of 
Chrift-Cknreht and tine hope of comfort 
c4me to his Lord&ip thereby, that if it 
pleafed God to \vmf&\ afly mercy to him (aa 
his mercy endweth far ever) « waa by the 
fpeciall Miniftery of this man, who was the 
laft of his Coat thai was with him in his 
fieknf ffe. Concerning this Bifeopfick it is 
formerly noted by mine Authoutv that it 
was onee diffoWed by Aft of Parliament in 
the Minority of King Elmri the fi*tV 
what time the two new Dukes of Smmerfet 
and Northumberland, like the Souldiers that 

call 
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caft lots for Chrifts garment divided between 
them Patrimonium Crucifixi, namely, the 
ttfo good Biihopricks of Bath and Durham, 
one being defigned as a feat for the Wef- 
tern Duke, the other for the Northern ^ 
and whereas by an old Metamorphofis, the 
Bifhop of Durham had beene Earle of Nor- 
thumberland, now by a new Apotheojis the 
Duke of Northumberland would have beene 
Bifliop of Durham : But qui dejpexit de ccelo 
dtridebat cos. 'That vifible hand that wrote 
in the wall while Ballhafar was quaffing in 
the holy Veflels, that hand though invifible 
weighed thefe petty Monarchs In the bal- 
lance of Gods Judgements, found them 
too light; and becarife they fhould not 
. grow too long, they were* both cut fhorter 
by the head : the Bifhopricks reftored to 
what they now are by Queen Mary, one be- 
ing in fubftance, the other by accident of 
leaden Mines, tWo of the beft BHhopricks 
of England, and as worthy Bilhops they 
have had, efpecially thefe two of them, 
namely two Matthews are fpoken of in the 

Title 
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Title of Yorke. There remames now this 
third, who having had yet fcant a yeere 
and a day as they fay, I have the leffe to 
Ipeake of as of a Bifhop. But that exa* 
mining by the infallible fquare fet downe 
by St. Paul to Timothy chap. 3. for choyce 
of a Bifhop he will he found as worthily 
cho&n as any : For his Learning it may be 
(ufficient to fay he was Deane of Chrijl- 
Church, which as I have faid formerly at- 
taines not to but choyce men, and there 
are fermoni of his extant in print that tef- 
tifie no leffe- For hofpitalky which is a 
fpeciall praife of a Bifhop, he fhewed in 
Oxford his difpofition thereto in that leffe 
liability, and for both at once at the com* 
ming of divers great States, and laftly fif- 
teen yeeres paft of the Queen her felfe 
before whom he preached, and to whom 
he gave fo good entertainment, as her 
Majefty commended the order and manner 
of it long after ; which commendation of 
well fetting out and ordering a feaft, I 
ihotild have thought of the leffe moment, 

if 
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if I did not finde in Plutarh in the life of 
Paulus .jEmtkus a great Captain and Con- 
queror, .and otherwife a man of much ver- 
tue and temperance, the well ordering of 
a feaft to. be efteemed not one of his leaft 
commendations; But I will conclude with 
a greater ahd mote worthy commendation; 
and which I could wifh,: as it is examplar, 
fo it might be followed by all enfuing Bi- 
fhops. For whereas Durham houfe had been 
granted to Queen -Elizabeth onely during 
her life, when few thought that fuch a houfe 
would have proved too little for her eftate. 
It fortuned after (he was Queen this houfe 
to be negie£ted according to the proverbe 
not unfit to be applyed to his Learning that 
firft built .it. Praflat ejfe .caput ajini quam 
Cauda leonis. Among other roomes the 
Chappell was not onely prophaned but even 
defaced. The good Bifhop the firft thing 
he doth at his comming repaires this Chap- 
pell, and furnifheth it within in comely 
and coftly fort; for which good mind and 

aa, 
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a&, I doubt not but God will build him a 
houfe, toward which he IhalA ever^have my 
bell wrifties. • ^ 
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And the B I S H O P, 
Doaor HEN R Y R O BIN S O N. 

THIS Bifhoprick, as my Authour hath 
touched page 540, and 543. hath 
beene fo fortunate to have yeilded tod lin- 
gular examples of fidelity and. loyalty . of * 
Prelates to their Sovefaigne, one of efpe- 
ciall marke worthy to-be carinonized with 
the Patron of Venice. St. Marke w^s alfo 
named Merks commended here by my Au- 
thour, and no leffe worthily extolled by Mr. v 
Samuel Daniel, in his excellent Poem of the 

civill 
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civill Warres of LancaJUr and York. The 
other was Bifhop Ogkthtrpe, who when all 
the Bilhops of England refufed to- Crowne 
Elizabeth becaufe of her Religion, yet he 
being him felfe of a contrary Religion per- 
formed it, neither of thefe received their 
reward in this world that they were worthy, 
Merks being removed from Carli/le to Samos 
in Greece, viz* oat of Gods bleffing into 
a warme funne as the faying is, Oglethorpe 
enduring deprivation becaufe even at the 
Coronation he would not omit the ceremony 
of elevation, howbeit it is fuppofed if he 
had not fo fuddenly after dyed of the griefe, 
her Majefty would have had feme (peciall 
reipeft of him above alt fellowes, which I 
fpeake not upon meere conje&ure, but upon 
' fome fpeech of her Majefty ufed to the 
prefent Bifhop that now is, for when ftee 
received his homage, fhc gave many gra- 
cious words to him of her good opinion, 
for his learning, integrity, and fufficiency 
to the place, concluding that fhe muft ever 
have a care to furnifl* that place with a 

worthy 
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worthy man ; for his fake faid ftie that fet 
my Crowne firft on my head, and many 
words to like effeft, as the Bifhop himfelfe 
hath partly told me. He feefnes a man of 
great gravity, and temperance, very mild 
in his fpeech, but not of fo ftrong a con- 
ftitution of body as his countenance doth 
promife ; but having feen his Sea never, 
and himfelfe but feldome, I muft content 
me of him with this fhort relation.

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Highneffe hath heard him preach often, 
and very well; I call him a new Lord 
Bifhop, becaufe though he were a Brfhop 
before, yet was he not thereby a Lord of

Fowerthly, by the opinions of the Fa- 
thers, and the reafon that lead them fo to 
thinke ; and for the conclufion, I will fet 
dovne at forae length, St. Awftin's own 
words owt of two fevcrall and excellent 
tretyfes of his- to this purpofc. 

i. For the Skriptures then I finde fewer 
fpeciall places that, vrithowt any wringing 
or wrefting, doe affirme and imply as 
moche; or to fay as I thinke, wrthowt 
muche ftrayninge and tutninge, cannot 
other-wy fif y n the playn and natbralL fence 
bee underftood. 

1. The fyrft is the fowrth of Malachy, in 
thefe words, fpeaking vnto the, Jews, Mai. 
iv 5. Btholdt I willfende to you Elyas the Pro- 
phet, before the great and horrible day of the 
Lord (dies magnus et \xorx\b\\\s) Jhall come, 
and heefhall turn that hart of the father 1 to the 
children, and the h^rU of the children to the 

fathers, 
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fitter s, kaji h&pfy when I tame J JhotM Jbiyte 
the whole earth with a curfe* 

2. The fecond place is in the "booke of 
Ecclefiafticus, Eccl. xtviti. 9. Which was taken 
up in a vshvrhwyni of fyrc, in a charret of 
fyery horfes ; * Qui inferiptus cs indcijs tempo- 
rum lenire iractmdiam Dei, etc 9 for fo it is in 
the Latten. * Tbow that art wrytten of in 
the rccordes of >tymes to pacyfie the wrath 
of God,' to reconcile the harte of the father to 
the fount, and to reftore the trybes of Jacob ; 
though owre common Englyfh agreeth not 
fully with it. No more doth k with that of 
Enoke, which imthe Latten tjexje is playne, 
Ecxl. xliv. i-6. Enoke piaeuit Deo et tranflatus 
tfl it paradijitm ut del gentibus pxniicntiam, or 
fapientiam. That is, Enoch pleafed God ant 
mas taken up to parady/e to geeve penitence to 
the Gentiles; our Engtrflt fayth, Iherfore was 
ktt tron/lated, for an example of repentance to 
the generations : of which tranflacion (under 
reformacion) I fee no good reafon.

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The thirde place ys in the xvikh of Mat* 
(hew (which wee could not fynde laft Son- 
day when wee fowght it fo earneftly.) The 
words: be theafe ; owr Saviour fayth, Cer- 
taynly £Iyas mujl.jirjt come and re/lore all 
(hinges. But. t'jay unto you, Elyasp. come, etc* 

The fowerth place is in the xith of the 
Apoccdipfc, 3 v. Twill geeve power to my two 
vtiinejfcs, and tkeyjkall prophecye 1260 dayes, 
clothed in fackciolhc ; theafe art two otyoe 
trees, etc. 

The fyrft of thefe places (as the princi- 
pal} arid vppon wick all the reft feem to be 
grownded) Peeter Martir, in his Common- 
places, 'obie&s agaynft his own opinion, 
andthen anfwers yt, but indeede fo fleyghtly, 
as no man of indifferent iudgment, and 
not blinded with pteiudyce, but will foon 
fatisfy hiififelfe in yt. For hee fayth that 
this great and horrible -day of the Lord is 
the day of his natyvytie or incarnacion, or 
the tyme of his being heer, which (fayth 

hee 
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hee) to all infidells and vnbeleevers may bee 
fayd well to bee terrible, becawfeyt is the 
cawfe of theyr greater damnation. Now, 
admitte this bee trew in fome fort, yet 
(vnder favor of fo great a clarke) I can- 
not beleeve but thofe woords of Malachy 
geve vs to vnderftande a far more dredd- 
full day. For terror and horror is more 
in the fliew and exfpeftawnce, then in 
the proofe and effe&e of dawnger, as day- 
lie experyence teacheth us, of many that 
are moch terryfyed and litle hurt, and many 
that were flayne and maymed and yet but 
litle terryfyed. AHfo wee fee fomtymes a 
good penytent Chryftian, heeringe fome 
good fermon of the wrath of God, and 
paines of hell, goes from it with great ter- 
ror and concuffyon of fpirit, when the 
careleffe Chryftian, or the open Atheyft 
(whofe part ys greateft thearin) goeth thence 
not only voyd of terror, but oft tymes 
full of lkorne. Further, I fay this tyme of 
the fyrft coming of owr Savyowr is fo fa*, 
in the common phrafe of the Skripture, 
Z from 
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from being called the great and horrible day, 
that it hatfh contrary denominacions in ail 
places tbeareof. Yet it is called the accept- 
able tymc, the tyme of fafety, the ptafeabU tyrne, 
the iorfulltyme, the glad tydinges ; nothing but 
(weet, tpylde, humble, marcyfuU; from 
his conceptyon, Mjhen his mother fcyd, Ecce 
v meiUa Domini; from his n^tipytie, when 
the Angell told the Iheppardes, Ecce cvan- 
gelizo VQbis,: At *ihat tyroe they fownde the 
Saviour, of the world layde in a. monger ; 
$l.his v$ry paffyon, when himfqlfe fayde, 
Ecce hpm 9 %nd, was after n&yled on the 
crplfe : Ifey, bee pafied all this tipie in all 
ipgekne*, ip,piray6r,, ifi peace, in pacience, 
in, poverty, helping, healing, teaching, the 
hpqe, the needy, the ygnorant ; of which 
iyipe it. was lpnge before prophecyed by. 
Jfcfay^s : Non content nefrte clamabiL Arun- 
dinem quaffs etc. ' A brufed 

reedjhallhee nqt break, and [poking flax Jhall 
he? not qpench tiff, heebritfg forth judgment mto 
victory* Who then can fay., or. who will 
heteeve them that will fay^ that bis fyrft 

commynge 
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commynge cowld be ment in tfoofe hordes; 
Magnus dies it horribilis ? Befide, this phrafe, . 
dies Domini, is ever diftinguyfhed by the 
learned from all other dayes to fignify (xal* 
fax™) l ^ e Q>^ciall day of Iudgment. Su 
Paul fayth, Dies Domini dtdarabxt, quia in 
igne rtuelabiiur : The daye of the Lordjhall dc~ 
dare {every mans worke)for in thejyer itjhall 
be revtakd. Thys daye and thy* fyet Peeter 
Martir (who I ani feiire will admitte no » 
Purgatory fyer between this and the laft 
day) touft needes confeffe to be the daye 
of lodgement. Now, how properly that 
daye may bee tailed great and horrible, 
Iriien the trumpets (ball fownd, the earth 
quake and burne, the heauenfr vanyfli* the 
the fvnne be darkned, the ded ryfe to 
Iudgment : I trwft I need not moche dy- 
late, fyth no Chriften that hiers it but be- 
leeves it, and none can thinke of it but 
trembles at it ; of which it is faid, Vhc iuf± 
tus. Skarce the hift can ftand vnterryfied 
at that dreadfull day. Let that day there* 
fore be cownted and called worthily, trewljr, 
Z 2 properly, 
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properly, and onely Diet Domini magnus 
, it korribilis. 

Yet thear remayns, in apparawnce rather 
then infubftawnce,one fmall obieftion abowt 
this place of Malachy, becawfe in the beS. 
ginning of the fame chapter he doth playne- 
\y prophecy of the comming of Chrifte,, 
and of the rayfing of the Sonne of Iuftice, 
which is interpreted of the Natyvitie ; and 
then that of Elyas folowing fo immediately 
may feem only to be promifed and per- 
formed in Iohn Baptift. But the learned 
know that it is vfvall in the hollye Skrip- 
ture not only for one place to haue more 
meanings then one, but allfo for one pro- 
phecye to fygnifye more tymes than one ; 
fo this, not excluding the fyrft comming of 
Chryft, as a mylde Savyor, with lohn Bap- 
tift, his forerunner, yet doth moft evydendy 
and efpecially note the fecond comming of 
the fame Chryft as a terrible Iudge with 
Elyas before him. We haue manyexawm- 
ples of the like, but lett one feme. Chryft 

himfelfe 
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himfelfe prophycieth of the dfeftruccibn of 
lerufalem and' of the end of the world all 
in one place, at one tyrhe, with one and 
the fame worded ; yet wee all know that one 
of theafe is paffe 1400 yeer fmce, and the 
other iis to come, God knoweth what hun- 
dreds of yeeres hence ; and fo moch for 
this firft and cheefe place of Mallacliy. The 
fecond place of Etckfiaftycus I ! fhall not 
need ftand long on, for I thinke no man 
will fay thear canne bee any fygure in ey- 
ther of- the places, but that needs hee muft 
mean that Enoke that was taktm vp (as Sa^ 
Pawle alfo fpeaketh.) and that Ely as that 
was taken up in the charret, which muft 
come to reftore the tribes of Iacob ; who 
wear never yet reftored;; a& themfelues and 
all the world will confdfe. Yf obieaion 
bee made againfti the booke^ let thofe that 
haue awtory tie defyne whether yt beecan^ 
nonycall; a wyfe and a reverent booke yt 
\$ 9 and thearefore I regard yt. 

3. The third place of the xviith of Mat- 

Ihmij as one way it feemes to make moft 

Z # playne 
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playne for that by faying Elyas fhaU indeed 
come, fo an other way it feems to move all 
the dowbt by adding that he is come allredy ; 
thearefore this place wold afke to bee dif- 
creetly handled ; and both the wordes, the 
tyme, the place, and other circumftances 
wold bee well confydered. The wordes. 
have been before recyted; the tyme was 
vj dayes after his promis in the former 
chapter, that fome thezr Jhold not taflc death 
till they Jhall Jet the Sonne of man coming in his 
kingdome. The place was on the top of a 
hygh hill, playn and open ; the company 
was only 3 of the cheefe Apoftles, Peter, 
lames, and Iohn. The fyght they faw was 
fo marvelows as they weare fo ravifht with 
it they knew not what they fayd : the charge 
they had was to fay nothinge of it before 
Chrifts afcenfyon ; then they afked this 
queftion vpon yt. Elyas they faw before 
(for no man maketh dowbt but they few 
very Elyas) How is it that the Scribes fay 
Elyas rnvjlfir/l come ? The awnfwer is playn, 
Elyas indeed Jhall come, and re/lore all thinge*; 
and, for more playnes, the worde in the 

Greeke 
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Greeke ys szx$ xl > which ys not mufi fyrfl 
haue come, but as I faid afore, and as Beza 
tranflates yt, veniet, Jhall come, and more 
playn in the old Latten, venturus, eft ys to 
come ; this anfwer being made by the Trewth 
itfelfe to his cheefe defciples to enftruft 
them, not further to entangle them, muft 
without all exception bee moft trewe. Now, 
whear owr Savyor added, But 1 fay unto yoxa 
Elyas is allredy come, etc. which the defciples 
vnderftood of Iohn Baptift, this is alfo 
trew ; but yet marke well the manner of 
fpeakinge and then wee need not erre, 
for of force one of theafe two fas St. Aw- 
guftin noteth) muft be vnderftood in figure, 
the other in letter. And to make yt (hort 
thus it muft bee vnderftood: Elyas fhall 
come indeed, that is, in parfon ; but, if 
they looke for an Elyas allredy to bee 
come, let them thinke it to bee Iohn Bap- 
tift. But lett vs follow the rule of the new 
fchoole men, and expownd Skripture only 
by Skripture, the hard place by the eafye. 
Lett this be the hard place, becawfe of 
venict and venit. Beholde an eafye place to 

expound 
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expound it by, in the firft of Luke; heere 
you ihall finde whear tp vfe the figure, 
heere you (hall learne how to beleevq the 
letter, lohn Baptift fay th, HeeJhaU gae be- 
fore owr Sayyowr tv, wnvpcili nuts Jtatyw, in 
the Jpirit and virtue of Elyas; then whear it 
is fayd hee is come, thear look for the fpirit 
and virtew of Elyas ; but, when it is fayd 
hee /hall come, then looke for Elyas himfelfe. 
Marjce alfo in the xi of Matthew, where 
Chrift fayd; that lohn was Elyas, yet. is it 
with this niittigaqion, et Jivultis recifiert, if 
yet wttt fovnderftfndit ; yet is itwith this ad* 
dycion, (whereby the learned haue ever ob- 
fervCtdfqqje.raiftery,) Hee thathaihe eares to 
heer i Utt. him heer* Which vnderftandmg, 
tha^you n*ay kinow.nat<tobeemyne, that is, 
ayowng mans, ygnorant and unflcillfull, but 
St, Awguftms* a graue man, a learned By- 
fhop, and an excellent Do&er, h will a& I 
prom i fed, in the. end hereof* fet downe his* 
o^ne wprdes. But heer I j might by * the: 
wgye take iuft occafyon, hayinge fo play illy. 
dUUnguiflit theyr parfons; Lmean lohrt and* 
Elyas, tQ compare: togeather theyf fpirits, 

the 
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the lykenes whearof hath cawfed, forlacke 
.of good vnderftanding, theyr parfons to b£e 
confounded ; wich I will runne ouer very 
breefely to avoyd moch prolixitye. Fyrft, 
bothe of them weare, excellent prophets, 
bothe of them lyved lyke ermits in a defert, 
bothe ware a gerdle of a fkinne abowt theyr 
loyns, bothe of them vfed extraordinary e 
food, bothe of them reproved the wicked* 
nes of theyr Princes, both of them Weare 
perfecuted by the fame Princes with all. ex- 
tremytie : Why (howld wee not then be* 
leeve, that bothe of them (howld ferve one 
God ; own Chryfte as forerunners one of 
this firft comminge, the other of his fecond 
comming ? And why fhowld wee then be- 
leeue that, that if one bee.come s in fperit, 
the other may not come in parfon ? for fpe- 
rit and parfon are two things ; the fperit of 
% Elyas refted doble on Elyzeus (or, as owr 
common Englyfhe well noteth, two partes 
of it on him, devidinge it in three, which 
is more lyke) yet ho man will fay but they 
weare diftinfte parfons. But, to conclude 

this 
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tfcts 3 proofe by Skriptures, I will ad Only 
Ibis one teftitnony of Iohn Babtift himfelfe, 
who is well to be beleeued ; and feee beyng 
aflted of the lews, Art thota Efyas 9 (a quet 
tyon very apt to difcyde this controverfy) 
he fayd playnly, / am not. 

4. The fowarth and laft placfe of Skrip- 
tore is that of the two witneffes in the i nh 
of the Apocalipft ; which being vnderftood 
of Jllyas and Enocke receavs a playne, a 
fetmilyar, an eafye, and a probable vnder- 
ftanding ; being taken other wyfe is fubied 
to 100 cavelis : Of which place I wyll fay 
more in the reafon following; 

n. The fecond reafon I vndertooke to 
proove this my pofycion by is the natural! 
and trew fence of the Skriptures as learned 
men vnderftand them, who as they are 
dewly to be refpefted in all tymes, yet 
thofe are mod withowt exception that are 
Sioft awncyent, and confequently furtheft 
of from the wofull fchifmes of this tyme, 

and 



^nd freed from all patriality es ; Lett vs 
then breefly examine the meaning of this 
Iftfl text of the Apocalipfe, that hath, been 
fo often commented vppon, and with- in** 
differencye way what the trew vnderftand- 
tng thearof is, or, as neer as wee can iudg, 
who haue come neereft to it ; whether they 
that fay it ihal bee Elyas and Enocke, or 
they that fay otherwyfe ; for learned men 
wiyte very diverfly of it. St. Aaften is 
ferowght of each fyde :

But to begjin.with. that I take to bee moft 
probable. "Rea4 well, I pray you, but the 
whole text, and you will foone I.hope bee of 
my opinion. To be.e two witnejfjc^ (the Greek 
word is n«fvps) eyther in teaching or fuf* 
fering ; two candle/licks, in carrying of lyght ; 
two olyvc trees, in bearyng good fruyt; two 
prophets, iapreacbin 3 yeer and haulf ; then 
to bee clothed in fackloth; to kill theyr 
enymyes with fyer ; to fhut heaven, that 

it 
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it fliali not rayn (as Elyasdid) to turn water 
into blood ; to ftryke the earth with plags ; 
to bee. flayn ; to ly ded and vnburyed 3 
dayeasand.haulfe; to ryfe agayne to con- 
vert, the I ewe?, and fo to affend vp to hea- 
ven in the fyght of theyr , enymy es : All, 
thefe thinges, I fay, may fewt with two 
ipch great prophets ; and fo doth owr cown- 
try man the venerable Beda ; fo doth Hyp- 
poly tus the martyr; fo doth Gregory vn- 
derftand this place. Whearas, on the 
other fyde, indeed it pittyeth mee to fee 
how fome of the late wryters weery them- 
felues to ftrayn but fom few of thefe to 
theyr fanfyes, and God wot they goe not 3 
ftepps but they are quite myred. One wold 
haue Luther to bee Elyas, and the other 
reformers to bee Enocke ; as if a fertayn 
number of two wear put for an vncertayn, 
as is fomtyme vfed, by a fygure called 
( )• But that is efely confuted. 

For neyther did Luther convert the Iewes, 
neyther did. hee call fyre, from heaven; 
Indeed hee excommunicated Pope Leo the 
Xth. (wich myfelfe haue red in his works.) 

And 
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And he vowtfafed to confer with one Iew, r 
afteer mocbe fewt, rather for the witt of 
the man, then for the will hee had to con- 
vert him. Thus the tale is told : That the 
lew fent to Luther (who had fyrft refufed 
td talke with him) to alke him, Whether 
was worfe, of a lew or the Devyll ? Luther 
fayd, The Devyll. Then he aflkt Who 
was better, Chrifte or Luther ? Hee awn- 
fwered, Chrifte. Then fayd the lew, If 
that Chrifte vowtfafed to talke with the De- 
vyrll, why not M. Luther with a lew? 
Vpon which, as the talke goes, hee was ad- 
mitted. 

As for the other later Doftors, thowgh I 
wold bee glad to give them all thyr dew, 
yet I know one obie&ion, that in the Papiites 
opinion excludes them from this place, 
wich is, That they loue fylke better than 
fackcloth ; arid indeed it is far the fyner 
wearing.

' A Famous, a common, a known matter 
in the mouths and harts of the faythfuli/ 

Now wich fence is molt probable, wich 
men bee moft credible, I leaue to the vn- 
partiall and vnpaffyonate reader. 

3. My third grownd is tradycion; a 
weake piller yf it ftand alone, but a ftrong 
ftay whear it is thus fupported. Thear was 
an old tradycion, taken from fome Rab- 
byns of the Iewes, That the world ftiowld 
laft but 6000 yeer, 2000 before the law, 
2000 in the law, and 2000 after the law :

Th£ar was a common tradycioh of olct 
tyrrie, that the world fhold bee burned; 
Ovid had receaued yt, as appeares by his 
verfes that wee learned in featon : £j/i quoq; 
infath rcniimfciiur affbre iempus, 

Quo tn&re, quo IcUus, correptaq; regia cat* 
Ardeant, it mundi molts opirdfa labor eU - 

This hee coold not fynde in the Old Tef- 
feimeht, and rib pari of the New was then 
wryieri. Now, fihce the Wbrd hath ap- 
proued this tradycioh, Whit mold I fpeake 
of the Affumpciori ot bur Lady ? of wHichr 
I know no awtor biit the Almapak, or fome 
old leafes that appoyrit nibny to bee payd 
at the Affumpcion; and yet to deny it 
A a 3 would 
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would be cownted great prefumpfyon in 
St, Awguftin's opinion, who wrytes a pithye 
difcowrfe, thowghfhort, to proove it owght 
to bee beleeved. For, as for the opinion of 
St Iohn the Evangelyft, whome forae at ' 
fyrme to bee yet \y ving, I will fay no more 
then you (hall fynde in Ariofto : 

That holly Iohn, whorae Chrifte did hold fo deere, 
That the reft thought hee deathc ftioulde never 
fee, 

Thowgh in the Skripture it appers not deer. 
But thus hee fayd, What if it pieafeth mee, 

O Peeter, that thy fellow tarry heere 

Vntill my comming, What is that to thee ? 

So, thowgh owr Saviowrnot dire&ly fpake it, 

Yet fewr it is fo every one did take it. 

Thefe and fuch-lyke tradycions, though 
I will not fay they bynd owr beleefe as in- 
fallible trewths, yet thej; lead it as ftrong 
preiudyces, and, as it is fondnes to affyrm 
them to erneftly, fo it is ralhenes to reieft 
them to contemtuowfly. 

Now, 
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#ow, that this of a fecond camming of 
the prophet Elyas was a tradyeion among 
the Iewes. appeers by the Defcyples quet- 
tion : How is it that the Iewes fay, £lyas muft 
fyrjl come? And that it is an old tradyeion 
of the Chryftian*. appeers by the teftimony 
of Arethus, an old wryter, who fayth, Inr 
vanabilittr a iota ecclefia crtdi. * Yt is be- 
leeved vnvaryably of the whole churche/ 
How great a prefumfyon is it for one man 
to vary from that the whole churche hath 
held unvaryably? St. Awguftin, in the 
viiith chapter of his 2 2d booke De Civitate 
Dei, fayth, « That hee'that will not bee- 
leeve thofe miraculows and prodigiows 
works to haue been donne, that all the 
world beleeus to haue been donne, y^ him- 
felf a prodygious monfter and miracle : So 
mee thinke I may fay, that he reiefts that 
opinion which the whole churche hath,re;- 
ceaved is hymfelfe worthy to bee reie&ed.

And the reafon, that fome wryters al- 
teadge foT theyr fodi Opinion, is tHis, ^hat 
ft it tnoft probable tfekt thele two are to 
IbBge itid to tftyr&Ciifowdy preferred in the 

fleflie, 
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flelhe, to doe fome foch worthy exployt as 
to confownd the great Antichrift, the man tf 
Jinne; to cunvert the lews, and make vtfit 
xmus paftor, vnum ovile; * one fhepard ope 
fold ;' and to conform the world to God, 
ne Deus veniens percutiat terram anathema te, 
1 leaft the Lord at his comming (hold ftryke 
the whole earth with a curfe.' 

But now, for a full conclufion of this 
queftion, and to doe as owr Saviowr did, 
in fo fober a banket as this, keep the beft 
wyne for the laft, I will finiih this difcowrfe 
with St. Awguftins own words, owt of two 
his beft and beft allowd treetfyes ; whofe 
only awtoryty (I know not by what fpeciall 
pry veledge) ys held awthentyke of all fydes.
